In a steady stream of radio 
broadcasts and press articles 
Peiping has rejected every West- | 
ern proposal aimed at a com- 
promise solution of the China 
question. The Chinese Commu- 
nists have steadfastly main- 
tained that their admission to 
the U.N. must be tied to the ex- 
pulsion of the Chinese National- 
ists. 

There has been some specula- 
tion here that this is purely a 
tactical stand and that Peiping 
might be prepared to accept 
something less than expulsion of 
the Nationalists. 

But most observers here are 
inclined to believe that the con 
sistency of the Chinese stand 
implies that they are prepared 
to forego a seat in the U.N. 
rather than acknowledge the 
right of the Nationalists to have 
any representation there.

Arms Cuts and Berlin.

The 
United States has consistently 
said that it would be impossible 
to negotiate on Berlin alone 
which has seemed to be the 
terms put forward in one state- 
ment after another by the Soviet 
Premier. 

4. In his talk with Rusk this 
week Gromyko avoided all prop- 
aganda bluster. It was not so 
much what he said as what he 
failed to say that makes the 
first meeting significant in the 
view of those who are poring 
over the transcript of the ex- 
change in Rusk’s Waldorf Tow- 
ers suite. 

At one point Gromyko seemed 
to indicate that the question of 
regulating the Berlin access 
routes could be determined by 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States if a peace treaty with 
East Germany were signed 
Toward the end of the talk, 
when the Secretary of State 
threw in certain suggestions on 
Berlin, the Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister simply let them pass with- 
out a propaganda rebuff as 
though eventually they might be 
considered points to be laid on 
a conference table. 

A firm date has been made 
for Rusk to have luncheon with 
Gromyko this coming week. But 


the time and the place are a 
carefully guarded secret. Rusk 
is determined that in this deli- 
cate and tentative preliminary 
stage, discussions are to be as 
secret as possible. 

Those who fail to see any 
change in the Soviet attitude, 
and they include officials inti- 


mately familiar with the U.N. 
operation, point out that Gromy- 
ko began his lunch with Rusk | 
by stating unequivocally 
the sole goal of Soviet policy 
was the signing of treaties with 
the two Germanys, or with East 
Germany alone if the West 
could not go along. This was no 
modification whatsoever of the 


position taken from the begin- 
ning of the latest Berlin crisis. 
In this interpretation’ the 


straws in the wind are merely 
evidence of a slight tactical shift 


Having considered that they 
were perhaps playing it too 
hard. the Soviets are now soften- 


ing up a little. But this is bound 
to prove no more than a tempo- 
rary shift. 

While that may prove to be 
true, there is nevertheless a feel- 
ing that negotiation will prove to 
be possible on a basis other than 
the gun-at-the-head demand for 
a peace treaty with East Ger- 
many. 

President Kennedy, according 
to one of his close associates, 
has agreed to speak Oct. 12 at 
the University of North Carotina 
in Chapel Hill. It is hoped that 
he will in that speech be able to 
outline the nature of prospective 
negotiations with the Soviets 
over Berlin and Germany. This 
will be the first major step in 
the effort to educate the public 
to the course to be followed if a 
peaceful settlement is to be 
reached,

It issued a booklet advising 
how to write into union contracts 
safeguards against the claimed 
loophole. According to the book- 
let, all grievances are subject to 
arbitration unless the contract 
clearly and specifically excludes 
them, and an arbitrator no longer 
need restrict his attention to the 
language of the contract.

DETROIT, Sept. 23 (UPI) —| 


The House of Deputies of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church to- 
day gave overwhelming approval 
to the invitation of the Presby- 
terian Church to join in talks 
for Christian unity. 

The deputies, however, tacked 
on an amendment to the so-called 
Blake proposal, thus forcing it 
back ‘“‘upstairs’’ to the House of 
Bishops who had passed the reso- 
lution last Wednesday. 

The amendment called on the 
church to explore unity possi- 
bilities on the basis of the 
church’s 1886 Chicago quadrilat- 


eral as well as the 1920 Lambeth | 
| quadrilateral which was the only | 


*“guide””’ given to the church in 


the bishops’ resolution. 


The Very Rev. Julian C. Bart- 
Jett of Grace Cathedral at San 
Francisco said, however, that 


adding the Chicago statement to | 
**restrict | 


the resolution did not 
the church anymore than it is 
already restricted’’ in discussing 
merger possibilities with other 
Protestant denominations. 

The Chicago statement says 
Christian unity can be attained 
only by a return to ‘“‘the prin- 
ciples of unity exemplified by 
the undivided Catholic * church 
during the first stages of its 
existence.” 

The amended resolution now 
must be sent back to the House 
of Bishops for concurrence. If 
the bishops fail to concur, a

traversing the county. 

Review Suggested. 


At a meeting Thursday night, 
a league spokesman suggested 
that the County Council appoint 
a citizens committee to review 
the plan and recommend 
changes. 

Marten said the commission's 
proposal to form a citizens com- 
mittee was made long before the 
league began its campaign.

Asked whether he: expected 
any changes in the most con- 
troversial aspects of the pro- 


posals, particularly those sec- 
tions to which the Taxpayers 
League hos objected. Marten 
said, “No, we hope to change 
the method of approach so that 
the public will have a_ better 
understanding of these  pro- 
Visions. 

Must Overcome Objections. 

“We have not been able to 
explain well to people what these 
provisions really mean. An in- 
dividual with an axe to grind is 
able to convince others, who are 
not sure, that certain aspects of 
the plan are no good. We've got 
to overcome that sort of thing, 
and we are hopeful the commit- 
tee will help us do that.” 

Organizations were asked in 
the letters to reply to the com- 
mission by Oct. 2. Marten said 
he would like the committee to 
become active immediately. 

The Planning Commission is 
reviewing the plan on a section- 
by-section basis. Marten de- 
clined to estimate when the plan 
will be submitted to the County 
Council.

IN THE LONG UPWARD STRUGGLE from the primitive past, the 
institutions that man has devised to keep order and a measure of 
decency in the world have seldom been stronger than the men who 
directed them. This is the somber reflection of many delegates here 
at the United Nations in the aftermath of the death of Dag Hammarskijold 
and in the light of the attempt tc find another Secretary General. 


It is not a question merely of any man, a chair warmer, to fill a 
vacancy.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Sept. 23. 

LATE IN 1959 AND EARLY IN 1960, United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskjold made his first tour of Africa, moving down 
the West Coast, crossing the continent somewhere below the equator, 
then returning by the East Coast and North Africa. 

He talked to most of the leading African nationalists and to a great 
many ordinary Africans. Returning to New York, Hammarskjold com- 
mented that the six-week trip had made him “‘a little bit wiser and 
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If that is the final outcome of the struggle 
going on here, then the Soviet Union will 
have won and the U.N. will fall away per- 
haps to ultimate extinction. As an impotent 
international fussbudget society it will go 
the tragic way of the League of Nations. 


There is a parallel of sorts between the 
Presidency of the United States and the 
Secretary Generalship of the U.N. The 
United States Constitution has very little 
to say about the powers of the President. 
yet as America grew and expanded, a suc- 
cession of Presidents found it necessary, 
if the nation were to survive as a nation 
and not merely as a loose confederation of 
opposing forces, to exercise powers that the 
framers of the Constitution 
dreamed of. 


never 


THIS IS WHAT not only Hammarskjold, 
but his predecessor, Trygve Lie, the first 
Secretary General, undertook to do. In a 
discussion of the powers of the office a 
specialist in international law once asked: 
Is this man supposed to be a secretary or 
a general? 

In the Hammarskjold concept he was to 
be both. He was to direct the work of the 
secretariat as the top executive officer of 
the U.N., but he was also, under the broad 
authority of the U.N. Charter, to initiate 
efforts to keep the peace. In this endeavor 
he moved into one situation after another 
~Suez, Lebanon, The Congo. 


He took literally the words of the U.N. 
Charter in setting out the initial purpose of 
the organization in Article 1: 

“To maintain international peace and 
security, and to that end: to take effective 
collective measures for the prevention and 
removal of threats to the peace, and for 
the suppression of acts of aggression or 
other breaches of the peace, and to bring 
about by peaceful means, and in conformity 
with the principles of justice and interna- 
tional law, adjustment or settlement of 
international disputes or situations which 
might lead to a breach of the peace.” 


NOW HERE in the delegates’ lounge and 
in the corridors of this enormous glass box 
the Soviets are lobbying to prevent the 
election. of a temporary Secretary General. 

They have two motives: 

First, the longer this can be delayed 
the more likely it is that doubt and uncer- 
tainty, a kind of creeping paralysis, will 
overcome the U.N. 

Far more important is the aim of sub- 
stituting for a neutral and impartial Sec- 
retary General, in accord with the concept 
of Hammarskjold whom they hated and 
meant to destroy, a three-man committee. 
One would represent the West, one the East 
and one the neutrals, and each man could 
exercise a separate veto. This is a pre- 
scription for futility and decay. It is the 
troika, the Russian custom of yoking three 
horses abreast. 

The Soviets are threatening to pull out 
of the U.N. if the Assembly votes for a 
temporary Secretary General. They can do 
this and at the same time pull out all their 
satellites. This would kill the U.N. 

But, without an effective Secretary Gen- 
eral, the U.N. is likely in any event to 
deteriorate into frustration. 


THEREFORE, some delegates are begin- 
ning to say: We might as well have a 
showdown; rather than dying by the slow 
death of inertia we might as well face the 
fact of a swift death by direct Soviet action. 

Whether the Communist delegations will 
walk out is by no means certain. There is, 
however, a fearful precedent. Nazi Ger- 
many walked out of the League in 1933. 
Later the sanctions against Italy proved an 
empty gesture and the Spanish civil war 
divided extremists of left and right. The 
descent into abyss came swiftly after that 
as Hitler geared up his war’ machine and 


Britain and France stood by in hopeless, 


uncertainty. 
It was between the extremes of left and 


right that Hammarskjold was caught in 


The Congo. For, as the Communist masters 
want to destroy the U.N., so do certain 
powerful forces on the right want to see 
its activities curtailed if they encroach in 
any way on sovereignty, as they interpret 
it, or on economic privilege long held. 
These force: are rising and in the squeeze 
the U.N. may do down. 


FORTUNATELY, a middle ground group, 
consisting not only of some of the con- 
spicuous Asian neutrals such as India but 
joined by Norway and other Western pow- 
ers, has come into being with the convic- 
tion that a temporary. Secretary General 
is the only solution. 

The hope is that in this: way the line 
@an be held and the authority Hammar- 


skjold established as a peacemaker sus- 
tained for an indefinite period. This is a 
risk taken on the brink, on the slippery 
slope, but it is a last chance for the sur- 
vival of the U.N. 


THERE HAVE BEEN several attempts 
to compromise the troika dispute. Sup- 
ported by India and the United Arab Re- 
public, it was proposed that there be three 
under secretaries representing the power 
blocs as defined by the Soviet Union. If 
the three disagreed, then the Secretary 
General as the top executive would have 
the final authority. This is such a trans- 
parent device to get around the built-in veto 
that the likelihood of the Soviets accepting 
it is virtually zero. 

As members of the United States delega- 
tion are acutely aware, the answer turns 
really on whether the neutrals in this 
gravest crisis over the future of world 
order are willing to stand up and be 
counted. 


What happened at the Belgrade confer- 
ence, when the neutrals administered at 
best a gentle slap on the wrist to the 
Soviet Union for the announcement that 
nuclear testing would be resumed, has left 
a great sense of disillusion. For the Soviet 
Union this seemed to be an illustration of 
heads you win, tails the United States 
loses. 

Nevertheless the most intensive lobbying 
is going on behind the scenes for a quick 
decision on the selection of a temporary, or 
acting, Secretary General. 


IT MAY COME even before these words 
are in print. The hope in Washington had 
been that the decision would be taken be- 
fore President Kennedy comes before the 
Assembly on Monday to make a speech 
that he intends to be a rallying cry for the 
concept of a strong U.N. in the Hammar- 
skjold tradition; but that hope has been 
abandoned. 

The President is expected to stress the 
importance of the U.N. to all nations but 
particularly to the smaller powers who feel 
a sense of helplessness as the nuclear giants 
confront each other across the great divide. 
The President may also indicate—this has 
been in and out of several of the versions 
of the speech over which the President’s 
staff has been struggling for the past three 
weeks—that the United States would be 
willing to funnel far more of its foreign aid 
funds through the U.N. if the organization 
could be strengthened. 


AMONG MOST of the delegates there is 
a realization that this is a kind of do-or-die 
turn of events. As one American official 
put it, “We know we have to make it be- 
cause the consequences of defeat are so 
frightening and that is why you never in 
your life saw such lobbying as is going on 
around here—not even on Capitol Hill.” 

Those close to Hammarskjold believe 
that he, too, was entirely aware of the 
gravity of the challenge to the world organ- 
ization. He understood a year ago that The 
Congo would be a testing ground on which 
the whole future of the U.N. would turn. 
This, as he perceived, was because the 
interests of East and West were so directly 
opposed. 

A basic tenet of the dogma of Marx and 
Lenin is that colonial peoples once freed 
from the ‘‘yoke of colonialism’’ must in- 
evitably enter the Communist paradise.

Afriean or Asian Neutralist 


Most Likely to Get Top Post 


Nothing Certain, but One of These Stands Best 
Chance of Avoiding Security Council Veto and of 
Getting Majority in the General Assembly.

when and if the United 


Nations can agree on one, probably will be an Asian or an African 
neutralist, but not even that-much is certain. 

An Afro-Asian would stand the best chance of avoiding a Security 
Council veto and winning a majority in the 99-member General Assem- 
bly, where 46 votes are held by Afro-Asians. 


The range of possibilities extends from 
those two pro-West to be invited to the 
neutralist meeting in Belgrade last month 
to those who would stir a storm of con- 
troversy in Congress as being pro- 
Communist. 

Bitter disagreement over the Soviet troika 
proposal, for a three-man directorate of 
the U.N., could hold up the appointment of 
a permanent Secretary General for months 
or years. On the other hand, selection of 
an interim official unsatisfactory to the 
Soviet Union could exert pressure on the 
Russians to agree on someone they would 
not otherwise accept. 

In so open a field, the choice conceivably 
could be another Swede despite Russian 
attacks on Hammarskjold and former Sec- 
retary General Trygve Lie. or it might even 
be Frederick H. Boland of Ireland, the 
widely respected president of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, who twice gaveled Premier 
Khrushchev to silence. 

Following are biographical sketches of 
some of the men most prominently men- 
tioned for the vacant Secretary Generalship: 


MONGI SLIM of Tunisia, newly-elected 
president of the General Assembly. In his 
inaugural address he offended France and 
Portugal by bluntly calling for independ- 
ence for Algeria and Angola and South 
Africa by assailing ‘‘the hideous specter of 
racism”’ there. 

He was born into an upper class Tunisian 
family and educated in France, where he 
became active in student nationalist groups. 
He led in the organization of the Neo- 
Destour (new constitution) party, the Tu- 
nisian nationalist movement. The French 
jailed him twice for a total of six years 
for agitating for Tunisian independence. 

As his country’s first representative to the 
U.N., as well as ambassador to the United 
States and Canada, he served on the U.N. 
committee that investigated and condemned 
the Soviet suppression of the 1956 Hungar- 
ian revolt. He was replaced last February 
by Habib Bourguiba Jr., son of the Tunisian 
president, and since then has been rumored 
as a likelihood ‘for foreign minister. 

Slim represented Tunisia at the special 
U.N. session last summer on the Bizerte 
crisis, | 

Mongi Slim (pronounced ‘‘Monhzhi 
Sleem’’) is 5 feet, 2 inches tall and 53 years 
old, He is a natty but conservative dresser. 
He can be either a fiery speaker or a com- 
posed logician. He is not married. 


U THANT, Burma's representative to the 


" + 


U.N. simce 1957. He is an able speaker and 
diplomat, widely respected as a courageous 
and articulate advocate of Burmese neu- 
tralism. He has been called an ‘Asian 
Hammarskjold.”’ 


He was prime minister U Nu’s personal 
secretary before coming to the U.N. and 
reflects his views. These include doctrinaire 
anti-colonialism, support for Communist 
China’s membership in the U.N. and a 
preference for socialism over capitalism. 

U Thant accompanied U Nu to the Bel- 
grade conference, where Western observers 
considered his speech moderate and not 
offensive. 

In 1957, he proposed softening amend- 
ments to the resolution on Hungary which 
would have changed the word ‘‘condemn” 
to ‘deplore’ and eliminated a continuing 
investigation. He was chairman of the U.N. 
Congo conciliation commission this year. 

U Thant is 52 years old. He is married 
and has a son and daughter. He was edu- 
cated in Rangoon and worked as a teacher, 
free-lance journalist and school administra- 
tor before entering government service in 
1947 as Burmese press director. 


ALI SASTROAMIDJOJO, twice prime 
minister of Indonesia, representative to the 
U.N. from 1957 to 1960 and now chairman 
of the Indonesian Nationalist party. He is 
considered a non-Communist leftist, above 
all a nationalist. He was supported for 
General Assembly president but withdrew 
in favor of Mongi Slim. 

He presided over the 1955 Afro-Asian 
Conference at Bandung. Since then, he has 
been devoted to keeping alive the “‘spirit of 
Bandung” and supporting the brand of 
neutralism which Indonesians prefer to call 
‘tan active and independent foreign policy.” 

Sastroamidjojo was born in Java May 21, 
1903. He is married and has a son and 
daughter. He was educated in Javanese 
schools and at the University of Leyden. 
As a young nationalist, he was imprisoned 
for six months in the Netherlands on 
charges of inciting to rebellion against the 
Dutch. 

Before independence in 1949, he was sec- 
retary general of the national defense coun- 


cil and minister of education and culture. — 


He became his country’s first ambassador 
to the United States. 

On a visit to Communist China in 1955, 
he signed a joint statement with Premier 
Chou En-lai, in which he subscribed to co-

a lot more humble.’’ 


Hammarskjold was to return to Africa 
several] times in the months ahead; his 
final trip, early this week, ended in a 
Northern Rhodesian jungle, in a heap of 
twisted metal that had been his plane. 

Gervais Bahizi of The Congo, addressing 
the U.N. General Assembly later in the 
week, expressed his feeling simply: 

“Dag Hammarskjold is dead. Those 
ominous words, charged with anguish, are 
today repeated everywhere by millions 
throughout the world—by children, by wom- 
en, by men of all ages. ., .” 


BAHIZI EXPRESSED something of the 
relationship between Hammarskjold and 
Africa—which was the personalized form 
of the relationship between Africa and the 
U.N. that continues, and which in a sense 
is at the heart of the crisis in the world 
organization. 

Africans here in the U.N. compare the 
spontaneous grief felt on that continent at 
the death of Hammarskjold with the feel- 
ing that arose when Patrice Lumumba, the 
first prime minister of The Congo, was 
killed last January. In the strange rela- 
tionship that was to grow between Ham- 
marskjold and Africa, Lumumba was for 
a time the Secretary General's chief antag- 
onist. Now both are dead. 


The contrast between these two figures— 
Hammarskjold and Lumumba—is a kind of 
symbolic explanation for the dual tragedy, 
at once personal and involving the U.N. 
and the world at large. The fiery Lumumba, 
an extremist to his toes, moved like a 
flame across Africa and across the stage 
of world affairs. At the U.N., Hammar- 
skjold, slight, blond, quiet-spoken — a 
Swedish aristocrat with a distaste for over- 
statement—slipped across the same vistas 
like something without substance. 


Hammarskjold and Africa were attracted 
to each other as only opposites can be. 
It was an attraction that involved deep, al- 
most intuitive communication when mat- 
ters went smoothly, and the most violent 
of emotions when they did not. 


IN THE COURSE of his first tour of 
Africa, Hammarskjold became convinced 
that unless the U.N. could assist in the 
solution of problems looming ahead on 
that continent the hope that the U.N. could 
preserve world peace was a dim one. 

“In Africa,” .he wrote in a report to the 
General Assembly, ‘“‘the first beginnings 
can now be seen of those conflicts between 
ideologies and interests which split the 
world. Africa is still, in comparison with 
other areas, a virgin territory which many 
have found reason to believe can or should 
be won for ‘their aims and interests.” 

To prevent Africa from becoming a 
battleground for the great powers, Ham- 
marskjold devoted the whole of his ener- 
gies; this was the cause in which he died. 

African problems, as he saw them, were 
chiefly two: to achieve self-government for 
the newly emerging nations and to assist 
them on the road to economic develop- 
ment. While this process was under way, 
and while the new nations were weak and 
defenseless, Hammarskjold proposed that 
the United Nations protect their independ- 
ence and give them technical help and such 
funds as could be found. 


THIS FRAMEWORK for action had been 
worked out’ by Hammarskjold before The 
Congo became an independent nation, on 
June 30, 1960, In retrospect, it is clear that 
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MOISE TSHOMBE 


none of the great powers had accepted this 
framework without reservations. Very séon, 
Hammarskjold’s plans were to be tested in 
The Congo. 

By August 1960, Hammarskjold was to 
report that “the developments in the Re- 
public of The Congo have engaged the 
United Nations in the greatest single task 
which it has had to handle by its own means 
and on its own -conditions.”” The statement 
still stands; the world organization is only 
now coming to realize some of the impli- 
cations of these words. 

Shortly after The Congo became inde- 
pendent, the African troops in the Congo- 
lese army mutinied against the authority of 
their Belgian officers. 

Persons and property of Belgians in The 
Congo became endangered. The Belgian 
government responded by sending its troops 
into The Congo. 

Prime Minister Lumumba and President 
Joseph Kasavubu of The Congo asked Ham- 
marskjold for help against this Belgian 
action. Hammarskjold immediately called 
a meeting of the Security Council and the 
long story of the U.N. in The Congo began. 


THE OBJECTIVE of the U.N. action in 
The Congo was to preserve order, to obtain 
the withdrawal of Belgian troops, and to 
help the new Congolese government to run 
its own affairs, 

The original resolution passed by the 
Security Council on July 14 had the con- 
current support of the United States and the 
Soviet Union. However, France, Britain and 
Nationalist China abstained, objecting to 
the demand that Belgian troops withdraw. 

These western reservations became im- 
portant in the months to come: The feel- 
ing grew, especially on the part of the 
Russians but also on the part of some 
Asian and African nations, that Belgium, 
while pretending to bow to the will of the 
U.N., in fact was seeking to retain control 
of The Congo, and that this Belgian atti- 
tude received both overt and covert support 
from the western powers. 

This issue became most decisive in the 
instance of the Congolese province of Ka- 
tanga, where most of the mineral wealth 
of The Congo lay and where Belgians were 
deeply involved both in the industrial enter- 
prises and in backing the secessionist gov- 
ernment headed by Moise Tshombe. 
Tshombe and his Belgian backers defied the 
U.N. effort to extend its operations to 
Katanga. 


WHEN HAMMARSKJOLD failed to order 
a direct attack on Tshombe’s forces, Prime 
Minister Lumumba threatened to call on 
the Soviet Union for direct assistance, out- 
side the framework of the U.N. From 
about this time onward, The Congo, despite 
Hammarskjold’s efforts, did in. fact be- 
come a battleground between Russia and 
the West, though a direct clash of forces 
was avoided. 

Russia and Czechoslovakia sent hundreds 
of “technicians,” to The Congo to help 
Lumumba. On Sept. 5, 1960, however, Lu- 
mumba was deposed as prime minister and 
the new government evicted the Russian 
and Czech ‘‘experts’’ along with the diplo- 
matic mussions representing Communist 
countries. 

Since this defeat of Soviet plans in The 
Congo occurred while the U.N. controlled 
the decisive force there, Russia from that 
moment declared war on Hammarskjold. 
Russian attacks mounted in intensity, cul- 
minating in the incident in the General 
Assembly last fall when Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev pounded his shoe on 
the table. 

The Soviet Union withdrew its support 
for The Congo operation and refused to 
recognize Hammarskjold as Secretary Gen- 
eral.

Gallup polls show a large major- 
ity of Americans ready to fight for 
Berlin. They don’t show how many 
Americans know what they would 
be fighting about, or what it would 
cost. |] have just heard that a high 
government official estimates that 
practically no one would be left 
alive east of Cleveland, O. Here are 
some facts: 

As a result of Stalin's drive and 
very serious and unnecessary blun- 
ders by the Allies we are reduced 
to trying to save freedom for West 
Berliners in half a city stranded 110 
miles inside Communist 
Our Western rulers also talk rather 
hypocritically about wanting Ger- 
man reunification. It is a serious 
question whether De Gaulle or Aden- 
auer really wants it at all and it is 
certain that neither the West nor 
the East wants it except as the re- 
unified and rearmed nation might 
be in its camp.

As for West Berlin a distinguished 
member of its government has as- 
sured me that its citizens want se- 
curity for their free city, assured 
access to the West, and the right to 
be an eleventh state in the West 
German union.

J.F.K.’s First Session 


As the Eighty-seventh Congress closes its 
first session, President Kennedy is reported 
to be very happy over his Administration's 
record. White House staff members are dis- 
playing a chart, showing that Congress adopted 
33 “major measures” supported by the Admin- 
istration, whereas Frafixlin D. Roosevelt got 
his first session to adopt only 11, and Dwight 
D. Eisenhower persuaded his to adopt only 12. 

If the President is fooling himself with this 
kind of bookkeeping, we are surprised. He 
should know better than anybody that what 
he got from Congress in his first eight months 
was a very mixed bag indeed, and certainly 
nothing to compare with the historic ‘“hun- 
dred days” of the New Deal. He is entitled 
to take pride in having done as well as he 
did. for his narrow electoral margin did hand- 
icap him severely, but he won't help his own 
cause by exaggerating the facts, or by stretch- 
ing the definition of “major.” 

Mr. Kennedy's leadership was most effec- 
tive. we think, in the realms of defense and 
foreign policy. Military appropriations, of 
course, would not have been difficult for any 
President to obtain this year; but Mr. Kennedy 
through Secretary McNamara has provided ef- 
fective legislative leadership in this field.

The President can with justice claim credit 
for three major advances in foreign policy— 
the establishment of a Disarmament Agency, 
for which Senator Humphrey rather than the 
White House did most of the spadework; the 
establishment of the Peace Corps, definitely a 
personal enterprise of Mr. Kennedy’s, and 
the adoption.of a reoriented foreign aid pro- 
gram, emphasizing long-term commitments 
for development of “social capital” in the un- 
derdeveloped lands. Still, any fair balancing 
of the books must acknowledge that on for- 
eign aid he took a major setback in the retus- 
al of Congress to finance it through Treasury 
borrowing, which was an essential part of 
the original plan. 

As to domestic legislation. again the record 
is mixed. Mr. Kennedy got through Congress 
some useful anti-recession legislation, such as 
social security improvements and a housing 


bill. He won approval for a bigger area re- 
development program than President Eisen- 
hower would accept. The minimum wage 


was raised and extended to more workers. 
The highway program was adopted. A farm 
bill was passed—the ‘“‘most comprehensive 
since 1938,” says the Administration; but it 
must be added that the essential principles of 
the bill were the same as those of farm leg- 
islation under President Eisenhower. 


This, indeed, is a characteristic of the New 
Frontier generally, which Mr. Kennedy ought 
to recognize—that it is not really so very new. 
The great bulk of the President’s domestic 
program embodies principles already recog: 
nized in legislation obtained by various of his 
predecessors. He has been able to get a little 
bit more than previous Administrations in 
some cases, but he has not really overwhelmed 
Congress with great new social initiatives, and 
he should not pretend that he has

Two unquestionably “major” parts of the 
Kennedy program did represent extremely 
important social innovation. One Fed- 
eral aid to public elementary and secondary 
schools: the other was the financing of medi- 
cal care for the elderly through social! securt- 
ty. These were to be the two great leaps for- 
ward—and they were the two measures on 
which Congress dealt the President a rough 
and uncompromising defeat

Congo Cease-k ire 

There is no blinking the fact that the cease 
fire in Katanga represents a setback for the 
L'nited Nations and a blow to Congolese unit’ 


Termination of the fighting is a 


fain of sort 
but the Katanga secession has not been ended 
Whether the U.N. should have tried to end 
it by force can be argued. But once the U.N 
troops were committed the prestige of the or- 
ganization stake. 

The objective was to implement the Securi- 
ty Council directive and drive Belgian and 
other European military men from Katanga 
That has not been accomplished. Premier 
Adoula of the Central Government contended 
The Congo could not be united while the mer- 
cenaries remained in Katanga; without Ka- 
tanga The Congo cannot be economically via- 
ble. Just what happened in the Elisabethville 
battle is not clear, but it is obvious that the 
U.N. soldiers underestimated the enemy. The 
Katangans proved surprisingly tough and 
aggressive. 

So, as matters stand, Katanga is still in se- 
cessi¢h and the Europeans are still leading 
the armed forces. Conor Cruise O’Brien, the 
U.N. representative in Katanga, is being re- 
placed. Mr. Adoula is under pressure from 
leftists in his government to take over the 
struggle against Katanga from the U.N. Presi- 
dent Tshombe of Katanga seems more secure 
than jt appeared earlier in the month; he 
also seems to have a greater popular follow- 
ing than had been thought. 

For the moment Tshombe seems to have

the upper hand. The U.N. Congo command 
has taken a position of military neutrality, 
and in view of the death of Secretary General 
Hammarskjold it is not likely soon to renew 
the effort to carry out the Security Council 
mandate. Mr. Adoula’s slogan has been “One 
Congo: what he can do now is difficult to 
foresee. 


Pooling Power 


The national dialogue over private and pub- 
lic power is moving swiftly into an enlarged 
dimension, and its consequences can either be 
enormously productive or more destructive 
than anything that has gone before. Up to 
now, the largely unsuccessful attempt to rec- 
oncile private and public power for the good 
of the nation’s over-all energy supply has been 
concerned mainly with generating and trans- 
mitting electricity. Now emphasis is being 
shifted to ‘the question of pooling, the inter- 
connection of transmission systems to permit 
energy to be dispatched from any one of a 
number of generating plants to wherever it is 
in demand at the moment. 

Pooling has been carried out to a consider- 
able extent in the United States, but there is 
as yet no nation-wide interconnected grid. 
The Kennedy Administration has been mov- 
ing in the direction of that large objective, 
with Secretary of the Interior Udall calling 
for a pool of both public and private power. 
Private power companies, alarmed at the pros- 
pect of a publicly-sponsored network, capped 
their efforts to counter it by announcing re- 
cently 10-year plans for an $8,000,000;000 net- 
work. Secretary Udall, whose department 
markets federally-produced power other than 
that generated by TVA, responded by repeat- 
ing his call for a co-operative public and pri- 
vate pooling. 


‘Ideological differences aside, the all-inclu- . 


sive pool Secretary Udall advocates makes 
the most sense. It would permit the widest 
possible exchanges of generating capacity so 
that supply could follow the fluctuating points 
of demand. Capacity that would otherwise lie 
idle at times for lack of demand in its imme- 
diate area could be utilized to supply demands 
elsewhere. Large blocks of intermittent power, 
low in value and limited in usefulness, could 
be firmed up through interchange into, con- 
stantly dependable power of the highest value 
and usefulness. Recent developments in high- 
voltage transmission, which promise to trans- 
mit power over longer distances and at lower 
costs than ever before, greatly enhance the 
possibilities of such, a national network. 

If the private companies would join the 
Government in an overall grid plan, the effec- 
tive capacities of both the public and the pri- 
vate systems could be significantly increased 
at any given physical capacity. Everything 
would depend, however, on their doing so with 
full commitment to maximum power develop- 
ment, which is the essence of the grid idea. 
Both public and private power can contribute 
to this great goal—but not if the energies of 
either one are primarily devoted to killing 
off the other.

What is the value of a human life?

The riots. bloodshed and dis 


erder. the flight of Belgian tech- 
nicians. advisers, officers and 
Congolese Force Publique, had 
forced the Belgians legitimately 
to use the Belgian troops that 
remained in The Congo, giving 
the Congo independence in ac- 
cordance with the agreement to 
protect Belgian and European 
citizens.

but to give Belgium a mandate 
to. restore order as the U.N 
agent. 

THE SOVIET UNION and its 
lackeys, together with former 
colonial countries now turned 
into fanatical nationalists, want- 
ed U.N. action. For the Soviet 


Union this was a means to get 
Belgians out and open The Congo 
to Communist penetration. 

It was obvious ih the summer 
of 1960 that, once the Belgians 
were ousted, the Soviet Union 
would have had no further use 


for the U.N. in The Congo and 
would have done everything to 
cause its withdrawa! 

Last Dec. 18 the opinion of ex- 
perts was reported in the Post 
Dispatch that ‘‘now that the 
United Nations is in (The Con- 
go), the problem of getting out 
without destroying itself has be- 
come more important than the 


fate of The Congo.” 

THE REASON that the UN. 
was certain to fail in The Congo 
was that the great powers were 
not in agreement about the op- 
eration. The Soviet Union at- 
tempted to intervene unilaterally 
and was making progress until 
the revolution of Gen. Mobutu 
forced the departure of all the 
Soviet diplomatic officials and 
Russian technicians. This was 
a humiliating defeat for gran- 
diose plans to penetrate Africa. 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
was furious. He had taken a 
personal interest in The Congo 
and had himself chosen the 
members of the Soviet mission 
to Leopoldville. He never for- 
gave the late Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold for the scut- 
tling departure of the Soviet em- 
bassy and for denunciation of So- 
viet unilateral intervention. 


ONE OF THE GREAT fore- 
sights in drawing up the U.N. 
Charter was recognition of the 
fact that ‘“‘you cannot coerce a 
great power.” This was the 
reason for the veto in the Se- 
curity Council given to the five 
great powers that composed it. 

[he point was stressed in the 
early discussions in the Depart- 
ment of State in preparation for 
the Dumbarton Oaks conversa- 
tions in September and Qctober 
1944. that it was not politically 
feasible to -expect the United 
States to commit itself to sup- 
port an enforcement action it 
had voted against. 

If a permanent member of the 
Security Council disturbed _ the 
peace, action against it would 
amount to war rather than police 
measures. A clash between ma- 
jor powers on so important a 
matter as the employment of 
force, it was contended, would 
wreck the organization. 

By the time the General _As- 
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force to restore order in The Congo 


sembly met late in October 1946 
the Soviet Union had by a nega- 


tive vote thwarted the will of the 
majority on at least ten occa 
sions. 

QUITE OBVIOUSLY the veto 


was, and still is, being misused 
to thwart the will of the maior- 
ity. It was embodied in the U.N 
Charter in full realization that it 
could be misused in this fashion 
although efforts were made 
define the substantive, as distin- 
guished from procedural, mat 
ters to which the veto was appli- 


to 


cable. 

The Security Council is com- 
posed of five permanent mem- 
bers: The U.S.S.R., the United 
States, Great Britain, France 
and the Republic of China. In 
addition, six temporary mem- 


bers are elected by the General 
Assembly for two-year terms. 


The first time the U.N. used 
force to maintain peace and 
security was in Korea. A reso- 
lution passed by the Security 
Council June 25, 1950, found 
that there was a threat to the 
peace, called for cessation of 
hostilities and withdrawal of 
forces, and a request to mem. 
bers to aid the U.N. On June 


27 the Council noted the pre 
determination and the failure of 
the North Koreans to comply and 
recommended that members 
furnish assistance to repel at 
tack. 

This action of the Security 
Council was possible only be- 
cause the Soviet Union was boy- 
cotting the meetings of the 
Council and was not present to 
exercise a veto. 

REALIZING THAT the Soviet 
veto could prevent similar action 
in other cases of aggression or 
threats to the peace, the United 
States, in October 1950, intro- 
duced what was called the 
“uniting for peace resolution,”’ 
This provided that if the Secu- 
rity Council, because of lack of 
unanimity among its permanent 
members, failed to act for the 
maintenance of international 
peace and security in case of a 
threat to the peace, breach of 
the peace, or act of aggression, 
that the General Assembly 
should meet and. consider the 
matter with a view to making 
appropriate recommendations to 
its members for collective meas- 
ures to include the use of armed 
force when necessary,

The uniting for peace resolu- 
tion is one of the things that 
can destroy the U.N. Because 
it disregards the need for 
unanimity of the great powers, 
action can be taken in the Gen- 
eral Assembly that will cause 
the withdrawal of one or more 
of them and the bloc that sup- 
ports them. 

The conditions for effective 
U.N. action do not exist. They 
can exist only when the great 
powers are in agreement about 
what should be done. So long as 
the Soviet Union is in opposition 
to the policies supported by the 
West, the effort of the U.N. will 
be futile. 

This was obvious at the begin- 
ning, but the illusions about the 
power and authority of the U.N., 
especially in the United States, 
have resulted in an armed inter- 
vention that may well destroy 
‘the organization.

Under the aid authorization 
bill enacted this session, he and 
his associates will he ahle to 


plan five years in advance. Con- 
gress refused to accept the so- 
called ‘‘backdoor’’ financing ar- 
rangement which would have 
permitted AID to get money di- 
rectly from the Treasury for the 
Development Loan Fund. A com- 


promise was reached, however, 
to enable. the agency to make 
commitments in the next five 


years for low interest loans, up 
to 50 years, with a limited un- 
derstanding that Congress would 
appropriate the necessary funds, 
$1,200,000,000 for the current fis- 
cal year and $1,500,000,000 for

The over-all authorization for 
this year was $4,200,000,000 but 
this included $1,700,000,000 for 
military aid which will be ad- 
ministered by the Defense De- 
partment. 

The actual amount available 
for all purposes will depend. on 
the appropriation: bill in confer- 
ence now between a joint House 
and Senate committee. In gen- 
eral, it is estimated that AID 
will have supervision over the 
spending of about $2,500,000,000 
annually for the next five years, 
which puts it in the class of the 
Marshall Plan which was suc- 
cessful in the postwar rehabili- 
tation of wesiern Europe. 


OPERATIONS by AID will be 
more extensive and complicated 
than those of the Marshal! Plan 
under Paul G. Hoffman, the en- 
ergetic administrator and super- 
salesman who recruited an ex- 
ceptionally high type of Wash- 
ington and overseas officials to 
carry out the program. 


Much of the success of the 
new operation will depend on 
Hamilton’s . ability to persuade 
competent persons to make the 
personal financial sacrifices to 
staff the new agency. At a sal- 
ary of $22,500 a year, Hamilton 
is taking a sharp reduction in 
the income he has received from 
his senior partnership in the 
Wall Street law firm of Cleary, 
Gottlieb, Steen & Hamilton, 
which has branches in Washing- 
ton, Paris and Brussels. 


After agreeing with Attorney 
General Robert F. Kennedy to 
accept the appointment, Hamil- 
ton conferred with the President 
while Mr, Kennedy was putting 
(on his white tie for a cere- 
monial dinner for President 
Manuel Prado of Peru.

There are reports that the

HE WAS ADMITTED to the

HIS WARTIME intelligence 
activities led to his consideration 
by the Kennedy Administration 
for director of Central Intelli- 
gence, to succeed Allen W. Dul- 
les, who has announced his in- 
tention to resign by the end of 
the year.

Because of his prewar and war 
service in government, Hamilton 
knows the ways of Washington. 
His experience was augmented in 
1956 when he became chief coun- 
sel of the Armed Forces sub- 
committee, headed by Demo- 
cratic Senator Stuart Symington 
of Missouri, which investigated 
the alleged waste, inefficiency 
and overlapping activities of the 
three services in the Defense De- 
partment.

until his death. It was not Ham- 
marskjold the official person 
that was remembered by his 
friends in the U.N., but Ham- 
marskjold the remarkable hu- 
man being. 


WHAT WERE the personal 
qualities that enabled Hammar- 
skjold, despite almost insupera- 
ble difficulties, to develop the 
U.N. into an effective instrument 
for world peace? 

One of his closest friends at- 
tempted to express the essence 
of the man, in a few words. 

“The key,” said this friend, 
“is integrity; but I do not mean 
mere good character, which is 
taken for granted, or even the 
psychological fact that his per- 
sonality was integrated into a 
whole. Rather, I mean that 
Hammarskjold more than any 
man I have known was able to 
integrate into a single thought 
and feeling all aspects of life— 
art, religion, politics, personal 
relations, all of life. He thus 
saw life as the reflection of one 
mind, with man as an instru- 


ment with endless capabilities | 


for communication with that 
mind, the ‘little flute of a reed,’ 
in the words of the Indian poet 
Tagore...” 

Hammarskjold himself put 
down his personal creed only 
once. He said he had come late 
in life to accept the traditional 
values which he inherited as a 
Swedish aristocrat of Christian 
background, but in place of put- 
ting service of his country at the 
highest point in this value-scale 
he put service to humanity. 


THE SOURCES of his convic- 
tions, Hammarskjold wrote, were 
at once intellectual and mystic. 
His intellectual discipline was 
great; he also often read, and 
sometimes quoted, from the writ- 
ing of the Spanish mystic, St. 
John of the Cross. 

Basic in Hammarskjold’s con- 
victions, he indicated, not only 
was the equality of all men, but 
that all men “‘should be met and 
treated by us as our masters.” 
From this flowed the notion that 
he owed “selfless self-surren- 
der’’ to his fellow men, based 
solely on their needs. 

Hammarskjold’s creed, he 
wrote, thus dictated that men 
must give ‘‘an unhesitant ful- 
fillment of duty and an unre- 
served acceptance of life, what- 
ever it brought them personally 
of toil, suffering or happiness.”’ 

Within two weeks of his death, 
Hammarskjold confided to a 
close friend some of the diffi- 
culties he faced as secretary 
general. He feared. he said, that 
he might allow personal friend- 
ships, or his own feelings, to, 
as he put it, ‘blunt my duty.” 

“The only way I can hope to 
avoid this,”’ he said, “‘is to give 
my whole life to my job.” 

A few hours before he left on 
the fatal trip to The Congo he 
said, “I am like a doctor in a 
Swedish province, subject to call 
day or night; only my province 
is @ somewhat larger one.” 

THE ENERGY which Ham- 


marskjold devoted to his job 
has been the subject of many 


ending, and in fact often elim- 
inated a night's sleep altogether, 

His friends remember espe- 
cially one world-tour in 1956 
which was even more strenuous 
than usual. When the limits of 
physical strength seemed to 
have been reached, Hammar- 
skjold and his party, together 
with his official Indian hosts, 
arrived at the Dethi airport at 
3 a.m. only to be informed that 
his plane would not be able to 
take off until 6 a.m. 

His hosts elected to wait with 
him. Instead of trying to get 
what rest he could, Hammar- 
skjold entertained the party with 
a three-hour commentary on the 
world and the arts, quoting from 
memory long passages of Indian 
poetry and religious literature. 

Finally, the party reached 
Wellington, New Zealand. At 
breakfast, the secretary general 
looked out the window at a snow- 
capped mountain in the distance. 

“Is that an interesting moun- 
tain to climb?” he asked. 

Within an hour he was climbing 
it. At the peak he sat down, 
alone, silently watching the world 
about him. When he returned to 
Wellington he seemed, his friends 
said, a man restored. 


HE WAS CAPABLE of anger. 
During the Suez crisis, when 


_U.N. meetings were being held at 


all hours, Hammarskjold asked 
a certain world-famous diplomat 
to a conference on a Sunday 
morning. When the diplomat 
complained that he needed 
sleep, Hammarskjold exploded. 
The diplomat. attended the con- 
ference. . 

A man of great sensitivity, his 
friends say, he often could see 
difficulties ahead that were not 
visible to others—and worried, 
alone, over what he saw. On his 
first trip to The Congo, an aid 
watched him for two hours, pac- 
ing the balcony outside his hotel 
room, 

The British sculptor and paint- 
er, Barbara Hepworth, once did 
a piece of sculptor for Hammar- 
skjold. It now hangs in his office. 
When the secretary general went 
to London, Miss Hepworth de- 
cided it would be more fitting 
if she offered the secretary get 
eral the choice of all her works 
then on display at a gallery. 
Hammarskjold, after surveying 
the whole show, chose the piece, 
a modern abstraction, that Miss 
Hepworth had intended for him. 

TO THE 38TH floor of the 
U.N. building messages of con- 
dolences have been flowing in a 
constant stream since the death 
of Dag Hammarskjold. 

“A necessary part of one’s 
conscious existence has been 
whisked away,"’ wrote an editor. 
A renowned artist wrote that 
“the light seems to have gone 
out forever.”’ 


Yesterday, for the first time 


since the secretary general's 
death, some 15 members of his 
immediate entourage met to- 


gether. Men from all corners of 
the globe, of all races, were in 
that group at the top of the U.N. 
secretariat hierarchy. There were 
no dry eves, as they looked 
across at the secretary general's 
empty chair. 

At the suggestion of Under 
Secretary Andrew Cordier, the 
meeting opened with a moment 
of silence “in memory of our 
great chief.”

IT 1S Karl E. Meyer's thesis that in 
the United States the New Deal has given 
way to what he calls the Smooth Deal. 
In the 1958 elections a new kind of poli- 
tician came forth. He was more a Sub- 
urban Everyman than a cigar-chewing 
Old Pro. He was the kind of man in 
whom the TV cameras could detect no 
difficult personality traits. 

The new politics, Meyer says, has a 
youthful, amateurish tone and its Demo- 
crats are not easily distinguishable from 
its Republicans. At their worst these 
Smooth Deal politicians are men more 
interested in image than in reality. They 
tend to watch the opinion polls too closely. 
Not much in the way of exciting leader- 
ship is to be expected of them. 


MEYER, AN EDITORIAL writer 
for the Washington Post and Times Her- 
ald, thinks a plodding, middle-of-the-road 
course is not going to be good enough 
in the decades ahead. In his view, “mod- 
eration” can be practiced to excess. He 
examines the question of whether Presi- 
dent Kennnedy’s Administration will suc- 
ceed in making the New Frontier more 
than a slogan. He does not doubt Mr. 
Kennedy's sincerity in wanting to give the 
nation something better than General 
Eisenhower’s program—which the author 
considers for the most part to have been 
aimless, defensive and negative—but he 
fears that the cult of slickness and sweet 
reason in politics may be too strong to 
overcome. 

“‘Pugnacity, more often than not,”’ says 
Meyer, speaking of the Democratic party 
in the Smooth Deal era, “has given way 
to an earnest exurbanite sincerity; pas- 
sion to a bland smile. And the Brain 
Truster has been shrunk to an academic 
egghead, content to hatch more modest 
schemes.” 

Adlai Stevenson is cited as both the 
hero and, one infers, the villain in revo- 
lutionizing the Democratic party during 
the Eisenhower ascendancy, and gaining 
victory for a moderate, genteel, Ivy 
League kind of liberalism. Stevenson is 
a Smooth Dealer, and so, among the Re- 


publicans, is Nelson Rockefeller. The 
new liberal lacks fierce partisanship. 

SMOOTH DEALERS of opposing 
political faiths seem, in fact, as inter- 
changeable as the parts in a 1960 auto- 
mobile. Meyer suggests that Republican 
Senators Javits, Cooper and Clifford Case 
could qualify as liberal Democrats, while 
Senators Symington and Harrison Wil- 
liams could run as Republicans with the 
blessing of the New York Herald Tribune.

THE DEMONS, by Heimito von Doderer

AFTER PLOWING THROUGH 
this monster of a novel, the reader feels 
like awakening from a dream. -~ Every- 
thing is in a haze, and also in revolt. 
And that is apparently what the author 
wanted to communicate. 


What is this book all about? It is cer- 
tainly not a novel in the ordinary sense, 
with a fast-moving plot and a happy or 
tragic ending. It is nothing but reflec- 
tions. The hundreds of people who come 
and go and suddenly reappear are always 
reflecting upon themselves, upon others, 
upon their time, and without exception 
emanate a sadness and resignation which 
were typical of the period between World 
War I and World War II. 


Doderer—a distinguished Viennese nov- 
elist who has nine volumes of fiction to 
his credit—takes the year 1927 as the 
setting for his book. Outwardly, things 
were then still relatively quiet, although 
the rumblings of the approaching Hitler 
period could already be heard quite dis- 
tinctly, both in Germany and in Austria. 
In fact, the fifteenth of July of that year 
saw an armed rebellion in Vienna, dur- 


Cannae of Austrian freedom. But no one 
knew that at the time, we least of all.” 

On the whole, however, it was a period 
breathing freely again after a devastating 
war, or, as Doderer puts it, ‘‘a period 
which deemed it the height of insanity 
to miss even the smallest pleasures life 
offered.” From Doderer’s existentialist 
viewpoint, this is the only way he can 
look at life. To him, the existence. of 
man in the postwar period was a sort of 
twilight existence: People lived, but did 
not really know for what purpose, or 
they had a dim presentiment of hidden 
purposes which they could not pinpoint. 


THUS, THERE GOES through the 
whole book, like a red thread, that allu- 
sion to a “‘second reality.” This simply 
means that life’s coordinates extend 
much farther than we would like to be- 
lieve. One of the leading characters of 
the book sees that second reality this way: 

“It seemed to him that he knew now 
what reality was, and knew that its 
degree was constantly shifting, the de- 
gree of coverage between inward and out- 
ward. People who wished to see 
the rigid concrete channels of their lives 
extended into the infinite future were in 
fact doing nothing but stalling the con- 
tinual delicate vacillations of reality. And

caution and conservatism in various 
aspects of the national life—in Congress, 
in the White House, among college 
students. 

Although the nation’s past has been

headedness, Meyer finds himself lament- 
ing the disappearance of the colorful ex- 
tremist—the backwoods prophet, the cus- 
pidor sharpshooter in the Senate, the hell- 
roaring liberal, the unabashed seeker after 
social change. He deplores the planing off 
of splinter parties, and the TV-accelerated 
smoothing out of regional idiosyncrasies, 
even differences in ; 

Thére is a brilliant chapter on the im- 
migrants who have enriched the United 
States by their restless dissatisfaction 
with the status quo. From the conflict 
between these newcomers and the settlers 
already here came the troublesome con- 
cept of ‘‘un-Americanism.’ Now the new- 
comer has conformed all too well, Meyer 
feels, and we have a citizenry that threat- 
ens to become as barren of individuality 
as its politicians. 

MEYER PAYS his respects to the 
flavoriess character of modern journal- 
ism, with its columnists who carry water 
on both shoulders and offer their readers 
‘a carefully balanced set of statements 
which cancel each other out.’’ The author, 
a clever, trenchant writer, analyzes tech- 
niques for seeming to express a judgment 
without actually doing so. With ad- 
mirable candor he confesses he has 
learned to imitate these techniques him- 
self. At times the reader sympathetic 
with Meyer’s viewpoint is inclined to 
wish he had avoided them. Meyer is 
something of a Smooth Dealer himself. 

But the important question examined 
in “The New America” is whether the 
United States will have the vision to lead, 
or whether it will lose the world struggle 
by default. Meyer believes the Kennedy 
Administration’s major task is to do 
something about the ill-fed, ill-housed and 
ill-treated people of the world. For this, 
he says, great exertions must be de- 
manded from United States citizens. To 
call forth these efforts, smoothness and 
managerial adroitness will not be enough.

Famous Kidnap-Murder Case Reconstructed 


KIDNAP, by George Waller. (The Dial Press, 597 pgs.,

MANY STRANGE AND WONDERFUL PEOPLE 
were drawn into the public eye in the five years in which the 
Lindbergh case occupied the front pages of the newspapers. 
Some were larger than life, cut from heroic molds, and others 
were so villainous as to be almost unbelievable. They all take 
their proper. places in the transient history of the times as 
retold in this lengthy volume by George Waller, writer, maga- 
zine editor and radio playwright. The villains have been found 
out by now and the heroes have developed added luster. 

One of the most amazing men involved in the kidnap-murder 
case was Dr. Dudley Schoenfeld, New York psychiatrist, who 
actually described Bruno Richard Hatptmann’s characteristics 
more than two years before New York police knew Hauptmann 
was the man they were after. Waller tells us he did this 
simply by analyzing evidence in police hands. 

From studying the crude ransom notes and go-between John 
F. Condon’s description of his meetings with the kidnaper, 
Schoenfeld deduced that the man was a German alien with a 
common-school education who had recently come to the United 
States, that he was a carpenter, that he suffered from mental 
illness, and that he had selected Lindbergh as his victim be- 
cause he was jealous of men of achievement. 

Everything that Dr. Schoenfeld said about the long-sought 
kidnaper the New York police found when they finally cap- 
tured Hauptmann on a September morning in 1934, three and 
one-half years after the murder of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. 


HAUPTMANN, an embittered, irrational German war vet- 
eran, had a criminal record in Germany. 
victim had been the burgomaster of Bernbruch, the. biggest 
man in his home town. Dr. Schoenfeld had missed on no count, 
even in his theory that the kidnaper never would confess if 
questioned by police in the usual manner. Hauptmann went to 
the electric chair in 1936 insisting that he was innocent—framed 
by “‘little men, little pieces of wood, little scraps of paper.” 

It might be well to note that Dr. Schoenfeld also deduced 
that a man of Hauptmann’s characteristics would not have 
had accomplices. The question of whether others were in- 
volved in the kidnaping has long been argued. 

The book leaves no doubt that the New Jersey State Police 
bungled their investigation of the crime, but other men per- 
formed investigative magic, particularly Arthur Koehler of 
Madison, Wis., chief wood technologist in the Forest Service 
of the United States Department of Agriculture, 

Koehler was the final witness at the trial and he did more 
than any one else to drive the nails into Hauptmann’s coffin. 
He was able to prove beyond doubt that a section of the home- 
made ladder used by the kidnaper had come from Haupt- 
mann’s attic, that other sections of the ladder were part of a 
lumber shipment sold to Hauptmann and that a tool dropped 
at the scene was one of a set owned by Hauptmann. 

Few fictional detective stqries are as thrilling as Waller's

account of Koehler’s efforts to find the kidnaper by tracing the 
yellow pine lumber from which the ladder was made. By tre- 
mendous effort he located a mill in North Carolina which for 
a short time had had a plane with a defective edge that left an 
unmistakable mark on the wood. He found it, in one of more 
than 1500 mills between New York and Alabama, and traced 
the shipment of the lumber to a retail store in the Bronx, close 
to Hauptmann’s home. 

Each individual invoived even remotety in the Lindbergh 
case is examined minutely by Waller. They are all there, the 
eccentric, well-intentioned Jafsie Condon, who paid the ran- 
som; the dimpled Gaston B. Means, who swindled Mrs. Evalyn 
Walsh MacLean out of $104,000; John Hughes Curtis, who cruelly 
hoaxed the father of the kidnaped child, and all the others. 

The spirit of the times—those frenetic, tawdry days when 
the roaring 20s lapped over into the depression J0s—comes 
across through the pages of the book. Two conclusions are 
obvious from the recital of what went on at the trial. One is 
that Hauptmann did not have, and could not have had, a fair 
trial. The other is that he was guilty. 

THE UNFAIRNESS was no reflection on the Hunterdon 
county court. It was the atmosphere, the mob feeling abroad 
in the land. The jury in Flemington, N.J., was subjected to it 
night and day, constantly hearing cries of ‘Kill Hauptmann.” 

Edna Ferber had sharp words for the mob. They were vul- 
tures, she said, and made her feel like resigning from the 
human race and cabling Hitler, ‘‘Well, Butch, you win.” 

The author, who was majoring in journalism at Temple Uni- 
versity the year of the kidnaping, has performed a major 
service in researching the old story and putting it together. 

It was a worthy lifetime project.

ALL OF US HAVE HAD EXPERIENCES the 


reality of which we question even while living through them. 
Usually these experiences have to do with intense moments 
like the one at the top of the roller coaster before descending 
into the unknown, Or maybe it is on the lyrical side, the moment 
when the moon after a long flirtation with a shadowy tree 
emerges into a sizzling brilliance. Already all of you are 
thinking of your own “specials” and saying, ‘‘Now you won't 
believe me, but this is the way it was.” 

The skill of V. S. Pritchett lies in the telling of such ex- 
periences that are on the dividing line between the real, the 
possible and the fantastic and the incongruous, It’s not The 
Twilight Zone kind of thing. It is much more human and 
humorous and sad. Mr. Pritchett leaves reader bewildered 
and confused but the humor and the gravity of the situations 
followed by shocks of recognition make the bewilderment pleas- 
urable, 

There is, for example, in “When My Girl Comes Home,” 
the first story in his collection, the delightful Mr. Fulmino 
who ‘“‘loved whatever had not happened yet.” We understand 
Hilda whose painted eyebrows made “the grimace of her 
weeping horrible’ and whose beautiful, final denunciation, 
“You're a mean lot, a mean respectable lot’ leaves us clap- 
ping our hands wildly. On the gentle side, we welcome the 
narrator’s feeling of the “eager sadness that begins with 
thoughts of love.” 

In another story ““The Snag’’ the people are arranged in their 
arm chairs looking like dressed-up animals, giraffes, tigresses, 
monkeys, birds, and occasionally a camel. ‘‘They were middle- 
aged ladies, Knitting or reading, and acutely interested in 
human nature—that is to say, Sophia and me.”’ 

Mr. Pritchett is a regular contributor to British and Amer- 


ican magazines—The New Yorker, The London Magazine, 
Argosy, and The New York Times Book Review. His present 
collection is a delightful addition to the permanent literature

New Edition of Dartmouth Bible 


THE DARTMOUTH BIBLE, by Roy B. Chamberlin and Herman 
Feldman, 2nd Edition, Revised and Enlarged. (Houghton

THE BIBLE DOES NOT CEASE being a source of 

large sales, and doubtless rich profits, for publishers. The 

latest return on “The New English Bible! New Testament” 

(Oxford University Press and Cambridge University Press) 

shows a total of 800,000 copies in print in the United States, 

exclusive of any book club printings, with sales amounting to 
some 550,000 copies. 

This suggests that the house of Houghton Mifflin has shown 

good business judgment in putting out a new and revised edition 
of ‘The Dartmouth Bible:’’ But the discriminating reader can 
be no less pleased that they have done so. For ‘“‘The Dartmouth 
Bible,”’ first published in 1950, is the attempt by two members 
of the Dartmouth College faculty to meet what they felt was an 
overwhelming need for a version of the Bible designed strictly 
for the benefit of the reader—that is to say, for the lay reader 
rather than the scholar. One of the authors. Dr. Feldman. since 
deceased, was a layman. The other, Roy B. Chamberlin, is a 
Doctor of Divinity. To aid them in the difficult assignment 
they had the assistance of an advisory board of scholars. Roman 
Catholic and Jewish scholars were also consulted in an attempt 
to make the work acceptable to all three faiths. 
THE SECRET OF THE SUCCESS of the work lies 
in the fact, first, that it is an abridgement of the King James 
Version, which has reduced the text by half without, however— 
and this is the important point—changing its nature or spirit. 
The authors worked on the belief that in these crowded times 
the very length of the Bible has in itself become a chief reason 
wiry if is so little known. They eliminated, therefore, such 
sections as are only of interest to theologians and scholars but 
left intact everything of religious value and literary beauty, 
together with ‘‘a plentiful sampling of both the robust and the 
prosaic.” 

The Prophets and Epistles are presented chronologically, the 
Psalms are reduced greatly in number, the Proverbs are grouped 
as an anthology, the Apocrypha, omitted from many Protestant 
Bibles, are included, and the four Gospels are combined into a 
consecutive account of Jesus’s life. This gives some idea of 
the methods pursued to give maximum readability. 

In addition, and no less important, the work is fully supplied 
with supplementary aids to understanding in the form of special 
introductions, prefaces, maps and explanatory notes. The new 
edition contains two entirely new chapters in order to bring it 
up to date with all the numerous developments of the last 
decade in the field of biblical research. One of these chapters 
surveys the startling archeological discoveries, notably the Dead 
Sea Scrolls. The other, “Biblical Interpretation Through the 
Ages,’ explains the ways, often contradictory, in which the 
Bible has been understood and used in the past and summarizes 
theological trends in recent years. A Reading List on the Bible 
which is appended has also been brought up to date. 

The book, while beautifully printed and produced, is unavoid- 
ably heavy to handle. In every other respect, especially the 
impeccability of its scholarship and the judiciousness and 
impartiality of its temper, it is a highly recommendable work, 
which should fill a need for many years to come,

IN OUR TIME SCIENCE AND ART have seized 
their chance to revenge themselves on morality. This was 
inevitable. For centuries morality had been their oppressor. 
Science had been limited to minor investigations, art was ex- 
pected to illustrate conventional precepts. Now we have had a 
palace revolution. Morality has been dethroned, banished, 
stripped of authority and respect. Moral codes are merely the 
expression of manners, the ways of the natives, Value judg- 
ments are no more than personal preferences, asserting noth- 
ing useful. The moral ‘‘ought” is just a sly way of wielding 
power. 

But the feeling has begun to grow that, as usual with revolu- 
tions, this one has gone too far. Somehow morality must be 
enticed back to work. Somehow the fierce ambition of each 
of the three attitudes must be softened until they will work 
harmoniously together for human welfare. Such is the move- 
we afoot, a movement revealed in the two books noted 

Both are attempts to find a firm footing for morality that 

does not deny the achievement of science, (They leave art 
untouched, and the subject of the interaction of art and moral- 
ity remains virgin territory.) That neither is unreservedly suc- 
cessful is only further assurance that the problem is genuinely 
alive in our world. 
*‘GENERALIZATION IN ETHICS’? is the work of 
a young philosopher who, while respecting science, does not 
wish to underpin morality with it. He solves this dilemma by 
distinguishing between moral principles and moral rules. 
Moral principles are universal and absolute. They are truths 
of reason, not truths of fact, and hence independent of the 
knowledge gained by scientific inquiry. Just as two and two 
will equal four no matter what science may learn tomorrow, 
so the principle ‘‘what is right for one person is right for 
every similar person under similar circumstances’ will re 
main valid. Singer proposes five such principles, But to be 
applied in daily affairs they must be translated into rules, and 
rules require knowledge of situations, knowledge that the method 
of science can supply. 

Singer’s approach stems from Kant, whom he interprets at 

length, and contains inherited difficulties . . . chiefly in the 
matter of how one deduces empirical rules from non-empirical 
principles. The book summarizes much ethical thought and is 
readable, but it is heavily burdened by Singer's obligation to 
take account of the host of pedantic subtleties that encrust any 
idea as venerable as the one he works with here. 
VERY DIFFERENT is “The Ethical Animal.” This 
book is unburdened, fresh and highly provocative, thanks to 
the author’s unerring eye for the crux of an argument. Dr. 
Waddington is a major British biologist. As such, he is con- 
vinced that nothing morally useful can lie in a domain from 
which science is barred, and he attempts to found morality on 
the generalized discoveries of biology. 

Waddington has worked closely with Sir Julian Huxley to 
construct the moral philosophy that has come to be known as 
Evolutionary Humanism, and “The Ethical Animal” is to my 
mind the best exposition of it. The basic tenets are three: 
That man, by teaching-learning processes and the ability to 
control environment, has gained control of the course of 
evolution and hence responsibility for it; that the basis of this 
ability rests in the formation of ‘‘authority-bearing” systems in 
the developing mind; and that the course of evolution sug- 
gests the direction of healthy development. 

Again there are problems, chief among them being the ques- 
tion whether what ‘‘ought to be.”’ morally, can in anv way be 
inferred from what “‘is,"’ in nature. The author deals per- 
ceptively with this and other objections to his thesis as he has 
presented it in earlier writings. Key chapters are those in 
which he carefully examines biological evidence. drawing out 
the principles by which he proposes to judge the conduct of 
human affairs, Added interest is lent by a lucid pretacing dis- 
cussion of the state into which moral thought has fallen as 
philosophy has turned more scientific and science has grown 
increasingly philosophical. 

“The Ethical Animal’ is an excellent introduction to a mode 
of moral thought that continues to gain influence as it gains 


such prominent advocates as scientists Harrison Brown and 
H, J. Muller.

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Mr. Rathbone Goes to Boston 


Former Museum Director Here Enlivens Back Bay

WHEN PERRY RATHBONE left 
St. Louis to return to Boston, where he 
had got his schooling as a museum ad- 
ministrator, there was bound to be a 
furor, 1 had been at Harvard the summer 
his appointment was announced and has- 
tened to the Museum of Fine Arts to 
savor its somber, echoing grandeur once 
again before anything could happen to it. 
Later that same year at a wedding | 
chanced to encounter a friend on Beacon 
Hill and we speculated upon the impact 
young Rathbone would have on Back Bay. 
After I had described the charm and 
vitality he had brought to St. Louis artis- 
tic life—the gala balls, the bulging mem- 
bership rolls, and the Sunday crowds that 
made Art Hill almost what it had been 
in the days of ‘Meet Me at the Fair’’— 
I saw my friend’s classic. moustache 
droop, grazing the surface of his cham- 
pagne, 

“When you go back to St. Louis,’’ he 
implored, ‘‘please tell Rathbone—don't. 
That kind of thing may suit St. Louis. 
Membership drives and balls attract peo- 
ple, but not the ones our museum needs. 
We like our old museum the way it’s 
always been. Tell Rathbone he really 
mustn’t try anything like that here."’ And 
he iterated his entreaty until the bride 
had gone and the champagne seemed to 
be giving out.

bone’s colleagues. After the briefest flurry 
of interest in the loss and recovery of 
the relic, they addressed themselves to 
their excellent lunch and their esthetic 
preoccupations as if nothing had oc- 
curred. Clearly they had become immune 
to shock. Rathbone always was. He 
remains rosy with health and zest, youth- 
ful as ever. 

The museum in the Fenway over which 
he presides is a vast pile looking as 
impassive as Buckingham Palace or 
Mount Everest—or even Beacon Hill, But 
one sniffs a change even before entering 
its implacable portals: No less than an 
acre and a half of Fenway greensward 
has disappeared under asphalt to make 
room for the throng of cars and busses. 
Once inside the door one knows the tombe

At the foot of the grandiose stairway 
(formerly concealed by low-hung ceilings 
faintly seen in the glow of soup-dish 
chandeliers) stands a graceful ship model 
presented by a Friend of the Museum, 
the King of Thailand. At the head of 
those marble stairs a diaphanous orange 
banner attracts the eye to an Oriental 
statue beckoning visitors into the great 
Thai exhibit assembled in Bangkok by 
the museum’s Asiatic curator. One re- 
calls that Perry Rathbone got his start 
directing a show of masterpieces at a 
world’s fair. 

THE MUMMY ROOM is gone 
whole edifice has a lived-in, welcoming 
air. Where once there were vault-like 
halls, walled with dark paintings, there 
now are light and color everywhere, and 
people moving with the spring of antici- 
pation in their steps. You walk into the 
great tapestry wall hung with its plump 
Rubens gods and heroes, and are con- 
fronted at the portal by a silvery, attenu- 
ated Wilhelm Lehmbruck nude. It is some- 
how appealing and not out of place. In 
another great hall a uniformed waitress 
and butler serve tea to a company of 
women. In a simple, stylish club room 
a group of men sit chatting.

Every stratagem of display and pub- 
licity has been used to attract. The single 
object of beauty spotlighted in a doorway 
has an allure no stars in Baedeker could 
rival. It assures the visitor that only 
carefully selected treasures will be pre- 
sented. He will not be surfeited with 
riches or exhausted by clutter. 


When Perry Rathbone took over, the 
museum was innocent of contact with 
most contemporary art. It was only in 
1958 that the first Picasso was admitted 
to its collections—a ‘Standing Figure” 
from the early cubist period. ‘Nothing 
less than a masterpiece,”’ as Rathbone 
said, ‘“‘could redress an omission of such 
long standing.”’ 

There was a long row 
breaking exhibitions. 
bronze ‘‘Bathers”’ 


of precedent- 
Picasso's fantastic 
attracted what the cura- 
tor of sculpture called ‘‘an unexpectedly 
large number of enthusiastic and puzzled 
visitors."" Then Eliot Elisofon of New 
York mounted the first great exhibit of 
primitive art seen in Boston — perhaps 
partly by way of explaining Picasso. 

The sway Rathbone exerts is less on 
donors than on the community. His 
talent for infecting others with his own 
enthusiasm is, of course, an asset for 
any museum, yet this is not enough. 
It is all very well for the director to 
inspire good parties, to get Mrs. Roose- 
velt and the King of Thailand to join the 
roster of 10,000 members, to help Mrs. 
Kennedy with her White House collect- 
ing, to lecture in a dozen capitals. It 
does no harm to the museum when he is 
elected president of the Association of 
Art Museum Directors. 


BUT THE GREAT TASK is to 
get collaboration in Boston itself, to bring 
together the personalities and resources 
of the city, to win the co-operation of 
Harvard as well as the friendly support 
of Dorchester, Brighton and South Boston. 
Rathbone expressed his main purpose in 
explaining why he favored holding an 
International Folk Festival on the mu- 
seum grounds: It was ‘“‘to engender a 
feeling of kinship between the museum 
and a very much larger and more cosmo- 
politan public.’’ That show filled a large 
circus tent and, like many another mu- 
seum event, was shown on television. 


And how do proper Bostonians take to 
all these innovations? My friend on 
Beacon Hill grudgingly admits that Rath- 
bone is a success with Bostonians. Even 
the “right people” like him, and my 
friend himself has taken a strong liking 
to his younger colleague. But he admits 
that he misses that ‘‘very pleasant place” 
the old museum. 


The Pleasures of Listening

MUSIC, IN ADDITION to having 
charms to soothe the savage breast, 
offers pleasures that students of the art 
say are multiplied in proportion to the 
knowledge and sophistication of the listen- 
er. The more you know, the greater the 
enjoyment. Such a view makes sense, 
and is shared and defended eloquently 
by Leigh Gerdine and Howard Kelsey of 
Washington University. They teach the 
popular elective course, “Introduction to 
Music,”” a non-technical survey of musical 
literature from the early Greeks to the 
present. The course is designed, as Mr. 
Gerdine puts it, for people who ‘want 
to listen creatively and intelligently, and 
who want to work at it.” 

Some like to relax at a concert and let 
the music paint pictures for them. The 
music evokes images, sets a mood, pro- 
vides a point of departure for soaring 
flights of fancy. A hag-ridden Walter 
Mitty, even while his shrewish wife is 
sitting by his side, may escape to join 
the French Foreign Legion, or perform a 
brilliant surgical procedure. In contrast, 
others may scorn this kind of revery and 
prefer to concentrate on the music itself, 
paying strict attention to themes, get- 
ting the kind of enjoyment a mathemati- 
cian has in seeing a problem beautifully 
worked out. Of course, many experienced 
listeners operate at both levels, and do 
very well at it. 


IT IS OFTEN said that a person who 
knows a great deal about music suffers 
thereby, becoming overly sensitive to 
minor faults in a performance and getting 
bogged down in the minutiae. Certainly, 
Gerdine, professor of music, and Kelsey, 
university organist, would not agree. Any 
subject can be run into the ground, made 
Dry-as-Dust and pedantic, but music must 
be regarded—along with grammar, logic, 
rhetoric, arithmetic, geometry and astron- 
omy—as one of the seven liberal arts 
essential to broad learning. The analogy 
of the cook who cannot eat the stéw for 
knowledge of what the stew contains does 
not apply here. Not only does the listener 
@o music profit from knowing what he is 


hearing, but he should know something 


‘of the historical background—times, cos- 


tumes, events and places. 

The man who finds himself leading a 
cavalry charge when he hears Tchaikow- 
sky’s Overture, “The Year 1812,” can 
saber the enemy gunners just as effi- 
ciently when he is burdened with a grasp 
of musical notation. And he is positively 
and constructively assisted in his fantasy 
by knowledge of what the music is sup- 
posed to be about—assuming it is not an 
abstract work. In the case of the “1812” 
Overture, the music unfolds before the 
hep listener the grim tapestry of Boro- 
dino, where Napoleon fought his final 
battle before entering Moscow. It was 
Tchaikowsky's intent to describe the Bat- 
tle of Borodino. Aware of this, the 
listener may call to mind Tolstoy’s ac- 
count of the same battle, in ‘‘War and 


Peace,” or think ahead a few weeks to 
Napoleon’s disastrous retreat from Mos- 
cow and the crossing of the icy Berezina. 
In any event our sophisticated concert- 
goer, whether leading a charge or follow- 
ing the music, will be aware of the inter- 
weaving by Tchaikowsky of the Tsarist 
national anthem and the ‘‘Marseillaise”’ in 
the overture, and the eventual triumph 
of the Russian theme as the remnants 
of the Grande Armee withdraw across 
the snow. 
THIS IS SO OLD and familiar a 
chestnut of the classical repertoire, so 
obvious an example, that it might well 
be disdained by those who shaped the 
‘Introduction to Music’’ course. But the 
fact is that the weekly listening assign- 
ments contain much that is familiar as 
well as much that is less frequently 
heard. These assignments are neatly 


serialized on tape, so students can get 
them in the department's library and play 
them at leisure. In the first assignment, 
dealing with basic concepts, the opening 
passages are from Mendelssohn’s “Eli- 
jah,”’ and the closing ones are from the 
Prelude to Wagner’s “‘Tristan and Isolde.” 

Taught by Gerdine in the regular day- 
time curriculum at the university, the 
course has tended to attract pre-medical 
students, engineers, architects, physicists. 
There are usually more men than women 
in the class. This autumn the course, 
with Kelsey as instructor, has become 
available for the first time at night as 
part of the University College program 
of adult education. The evening class 
meets once a week, on Thursdays from 
7 to 9:30 o'clock, and like the day class 
is ‘devoted to lectures with musical illus- 
trations, discussion of the listening assign- 
ment, and written examinations. The 
exams are noted for their ingenuity. 
THE APPROACH IS not funereal, 
however, as may be judged from the fact 
that Gerdine is fond of reading to his 
classes excerpts from the British writer 
E. M. Forster’s essay, ‘‘Not Listening 
to Music.” In the essay the Briton man- 
ages to take the stuffiness out of concert- 
going, while confessing that he himself 
sometimes wool-gathers to music and con- 
tending, at the same time, that the listen- 
er who can keep his mind on the music— 
as music—has the best of it. ‘‘There’s 
an insistence in music—expressed largely 
through rhythm; there’s a sense that it 
is trying to push across at us something 
which is neither an esthetic pattern nor 
a sermon. That’s what I listen for spe- 
cially.” 

On a public building near the Capitol 
in Washington, there is lettered in the 
masonry a Spanish proverb, “He who 
would bring home the. wealth of the 
Indies, must carry the wealth of the 
Indies with him.”’ In music as in travel, 
the more the voyager knows, the more. 
he will learn. This is sound reasoning, 
in the view of Gerdine and Kelsey. They 
also make it clear that the well-equipped 
traveler should go to the Indies with a 
knowledge of Bartok and Hindemith as 
well as of Haydn, Beethoven and Brahms.

Grandma Moses’ 
At 101,

AS THEHAPPY news was 
published that Grandma Moses 
had reached the incredible age 
of 101, I found myself being 
asked the same question again 
and again, “But is she really 
a good painter?’ 

It is, of course, a question 

that almost—but not quite— 
defies a simple yes or no re- 
ply. Good, as compared with 
other primitives? No—if you 
measure her by the magical 
dramatic intensity and the 
boundless imaginative flights 
of a master like Le Douanier 
Rousseau, or even the in- 
finitely lesser men, Edward 
Hicks, Camille Bombois, John 
Kane. Good, meaning original? 
No—if you look at her paint- 
ings for a highly individual 
style which is a triumph of 
natural flair and ingenuity 
over the limitations imposed 
by lack of conventional tech- 
nique. Good, meaning expres- 
sive? Yes—if you keep in mind 
that expressiveness alone doés 
not necessarily make for a 
work of art. 
GRANDMA MOSES is, 
to my mind, a good painter, 
although very few if any of 
the 1990 pictures she has done 
to date are, by the friendliest 
estimate, works of art. (She 
numbers each one, and 1990's 
the number on her most re- 
cent picture, although her 
dealer thinks she may have 
got confused a bit, and that 
actually she’s done about 200 
fewer than she recalls.) 

What, then, is she express- 
ing, and why is it enough to 
warrant her being called a 
good painter? There’s an ex- 
hibition on right now at the 
St. Etienne Gallery that holds 
the answer, I think. One pic- 
ture, her most recent, which, 
in the gallery although not on 
the walls, may serve to under- 
score both points I make—that 
Grandma Mogees is a profound- 
ly expressive painter, too han- 
dicapped technically to paint 
a truly great work of art. 

The picture, executed in July 
just ‘before she went to the 
rest home where she now is, 
is not on view only because 
the exhibition is confined to 
canvases, both recent and old- 
er, selected to illustrate a 
newly published book of chil- 
dren's stories. The picture 
will, however, be shown on re- 
quest. 


‘Beautiful’ World,” it's 
called, and it’s a smallish land- 
scape of the painter’s beloved 
Cambridge Valley, in upstate 
New York. It depicts green 
fields, men swinging their 
scythes through summer grass, 
a network of fuzzy trees, and, 
arching over the whole thing, 
a great pale rainbow. 


IT SOUNDS terribly banal. 
It is, nevertheless, one of the 
most moving pictures I’ve seen 
in a long time. Grandma 
Moses, two months short of 
101, was in it Making A State- 
ment, to use a phrase favored 
by the avant-garde. Further, 
it’s a statement about the 
Inner Artist rather than about 
the real and visible world. To 
most of us that world is any-

thing but beautiful, and the 
fact that Grandma Moses, 
functioning outside time, seem- 
ingly unaware of our miseries, 
doesn't agree with us, won't 
make us change our own view. 
But this old, old lady, burning 
with a_ lovely, indomitable 
spirit, insists that the world is 
beautiful, and never has she 
said so more positively than in 
this painting of a rainbow. Her 
art becomes a litany in which 
we join. Only it isn’t the 
world but her faith that we 
find beautiful. It is the 
strength of this image of faith 
which she projects in her art 
that makes her a good painter, 
puts her in a class with the 
nameless stone carvers who 
worked on the great cathedrals 
of the Middle Ages, and makes 
her kin with major figures of 
art such as Renoir, who were 
also inspirited with exuberant 
love of life. 

It is a strength great enough 
to overcome inadequacies that 
cannot be denied. Look at the 
paintings at St. Etienne now. 
Almost always the composition 
is the same—a view of fields 
and figures, trees and objects, 
scattered about in silhouette 
to make a pattern that man- 
ages to have considerable dec- 
orative sprightliness. 

Color is surprisingly fresh, 

and has grown much more 
so since Grandma Moses first 
laid down her embroidery 22 
years ago to pick up a paint 
brush. Her drawing remains 
awkward. Nevertheless, her 
tiny images of a child rolling 
a hoop, or a farmer swinging 
his scythe, or boys tossing a 
ball, are enchantingly ani- 
mated. Even the atmosphere 
she paints is soft as a summer 
day, or crisp with winter cold, 
as she wills it. 
TO MAKE U P for technical 
naivete (and occasionally for 
lack of taste, as when Grand- 
ma sprinkles her snow scenes 
with sparkle), we find little 
freshness of concept. We see 
none of the mystery of Rous- 
seau, none of the marvelous 
surrealistic illogic of a Bom- 
bois, nor of the fantasy of 
Hicks’s animals. In Grandma 
Moses we must be satisfied 
with the delight of remember- 
ing instead of the greater one 
of discovering. And much of 
what we remember is second 
hand, deriving even in its form 
from old prints or postcards, 
or from stories we were told 
long ago of America as it used 
to be in Grandma’s youth. 

But if we don’t discover, we 
do feel, and. this, perhaps, is 
the greatest thing we can ask 
of a painter. In each of Grand- 
ma Moses’s paintings, from 
the more inept (like her most 
recent and possibly still unfin- 
ished “Beautiful World’’) to 
the most delicate (like ‘‘Mary 
and Little Lamb” or “Hal- 
lowe’en’’), but mostly in a 
roomful of them seen together, 
one feels and shares in-an in- 
credible exuberance and buoy- 
ancy of spirit, a profound 
pleasure in the earth, a tender 
observation of all living things, 
deep faith that there is a 
meaning to life.

Classical Records 


By HERBERT KUPFERBERG 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO—if you don’t mind a 
little ancient history—there were only two recordings of the 
Beethoven Violin Concerto that amounted to anything: 
Fritz Kreisler’s with John Barbirolli conducting and Joseph 
Szigeti’s under the baton of Bruno Walter, 

The Kreisler-Barbirolli ver- 
sion not long ago made a tri- 
umphant reappearance in An- 
gel’s Great Recordings of the 
Century series. But the Szigeti- 
Walter set has long since dis- 
appeared into the limbo that 
has swallowed up many fine 
recordings prized and praised 
by collectors in the pre-high 
fidelity era. 

Bruno Walter, who two days 
ago celebrated his eighty-fifth 
birthday, has again participat- 
ed in a recording of the Bee- 
thoven Concerto. This time 
the violinist is the French vir- 
tuoso Zino Francescatti, and 
the result of their collabora- 
tion surely is one of the love- 
liest performances this work 


has received in . , . well, in FRANCESCATTI 
23 years. 
Francescatti is a master of his instrument, with a pure, 


silvery tone, a sure-fingered technique, a vital musical impulse, 
and, most characteristic of all, a distinctive sense of refinement. 
All of these are triumphantly on display in this recording 
(Columbia), which was made on the West Coast, where Dr. 
Walter habitually conducts his sessions nowadays. It is both 
elegant and dignified, with the emphasis less on dramatic 
excitement than on setting forth the structure and content of 
the work in all their splendor. 

PUT A VIOLIN and a cello together, with an orchestra in 
the background, and you have one of the loveliest works in all 
music—Brahms’s Double Concerto in A minor, This has been 
recorded anew by two of the great names in the business— 
Jascha Heifetz and Gregor Piatigorsky, with Alfred Wallen- 
stein conducting. Moreover it has been put up in one of 
those handsome Soria packages, with plenty of reading matter 
and a replica of the first two pages of the score in Brahms’s 
handwriting (Victor). 

This is a dramatic, intense and sonorous performance, ex- 
citing to hear from start to finish. But it has so much drive 
that some of the lyricism is squeezed out of the work, On 
the whole, this listener prefers an older stereo recording by 
David Oistrakh and Pierre Fournier, even though the Heifetz- 
Piatigorsky version is richer in sheer sound, 

More Brahms: the Violin Concerto in D major, which gets 
an expert performance from Nathan Milstein, with Anatole 
Fistoulari directing the Philharmonic Orchestra (Capitol). 
AMONG THE MOST noteworthy piano-conductor collab- 
orations on the current musical scene is that of Leon Fleisher 
and George Szell, the director of the Cleveland Orchestra, 
Fleisher, one of the foremost young American pianists, has 
grown steadily in stature since he first became well known by 
winning the Queen Elisabeth competition in Brussels in 1952. 
Szell, of course, is one of the great conductors of the day, along 
with Fritz Reiner a guardian of the classic traditions among 
American symphonic directors. 

The Fleisher-Szell-Cleveland team has produced some excel- 
lent recordings of individual concertos. Now they have under. 
taken to bring forth a complete cycle of the five Beethoven 
Concertos. It is an impressive accomplishment, especially in 
Nos. 2, 3 and 5, the “Emperor,” all of which are among the 
most satisfying versions available. Fleisher has a way of 
building inner musical tensions without distorting the formal 
framework of the music, which places him squarely within the 
classic tradition. The much neglected Concerto No. 2 in B-flat, 
actually the first Beethoven wrote, becomes in Fleisher’s hands 
a rich and radiant work. (Epic.)

In a speech to a meeting of the | 
United States Chamber of Com. | 
merce committee on economic | 
security, he called for a change | 
im federal regulations to allow 
states to refuse unemployment in- 
surance payments to jobless 
workers who refuse training in 
new skills. 

He also advocated a coenge | 
that would allow the cost of ac- | 
quiring new job skills to be 
treated as a tax deduction. | 

Describing much of the coun- 
try’s unemployment as ‘“‘fric- | 
tional” resulting from rapid 
technological growth, Curtis laid 
great emphasis on the need for | 
training unskilled workers so that 
they can perform more com- 
plicated tasks. 

Against U.S. Doing Job. 

The provision of vocational 
training should be carried out 
Se by private industry, 

stated, with the federal 
government serving primarily as 
*‘a national clearing house for in- 
formation.” 

In keeping with this concept he 
recommended that federal de- 
partments place greater em- 
phasis on gathering and dis- 
seminating information concern- 
ing job descriptions and the kind 
of vocational education being of- 
fered by private industries and 
state governments. 

He proposed that the Defense 
Department “get out of much 
of the vocational and adult edu- 
cation they are presently in, 
identify the skills they need for 
operating their establishment 
both in peace and in the event | 
of mobilization and rely upon | 
the private sector to train the | 
mecessary persons in these 
skills.” | 

Vocational educational pro | 
grams that are conducted by the 
Federal Government should be 
updated ‘‘so that they are not 
teaching skills which are obso- 
lete and unneeded im our econ- 
omy,” he added. 

Would Prod Capable. 

Asserting that many unskilled 
and semiskilled unemployed 
workers are “‘people with lim- 
ited I.Q.’s and if not limited 
I.Q.’s certainly . . . with limited 
education,” he also called for 
changes in management employ- 
sent policies. He proposed that 
more capable workers who re- 
fuse to train for more compli- 
eated jobs be fired if their job 
is needed by less capable 
workers. 

“People who are capable be- 
eause of higher I.Q.’s should not 
be permitted to sit on their dead 
ends because of lack of ambition 


or whatever and hold down these 
kinds of jobs and so keep those | 
less able from gainful employ- 
ment,”” he stated. 

Curtis also said some State De- 
partment employes have been 
unwittingly selling ‘‘will-o-the- 
wisp socialism” abroad because 
*‘they have never understood the 
theory of private market place 
economics.” 

Remedies proposed by the 
Kennedy Administration for deal- 
ing with joblessness, he said, will 
compound present unemployment 
and inhibit sustainable economic 
growth. 


$.1.U, TO BUY ELECTRICITY 
FOR EDWARDSVILLE CAMPUS 


Southern [Illinois University 
will buy electricity and natural 
gas for its new Edwardsville 
campus rather than build a cen- 
tral power plant in the first 
stage of campus construction, it 
was announced yesterday. 

The university’s board of trus- 
tees stated that $3,000,000 in 
initial construction costs could 
be saved by purchasing electric 
power and gas. Provision of 
classrooms will receive first pri- 
ority in the $25,000,000 budget 
for primary campus construc- 
tion, it was said. 

Construction of a campus heat- 
ing and air conditioning plant, 
utilizing natural gas as a fuel, 
has been planned. Cost has been 
estimated at $2,175,000. The 
board said this facility is not to 
be confused with a power gener- 
ating plant, which might be ob- 
golete goon because of rapidly 
changing technology in power 
generation.

WARNS PARENTS T0 WATCH 
FOR ACCIDENT HAZARDS 


Parents should not take the 
safety of their homes for granted, 
especially where children are 
concerned, Dr. J, Earl Smith, di- 


rector of health and hospitals, 
said yesterday. He warned that 
accidents are the greatest threat 
to the life and safety of children. 


Dr. Smith said parents should 
be on the alert for accident ha- 
zards and do everything possible 
to eliminate them. In.his weekly 
newsletter, he urged parents to 
keep firearms, ammunition and 
poisons locked up. Fire or explo- 
sion can be avoided if a child is 
taught the safe use of matches 
and to respect fire, he said. He 
also told of the dangers of 
plastic bags and plastic film. 

All children, Dr.. Smith con- 
tinued, must be taught safety 
precautions on the street — to 
Obey traffic signals, cross only 
at crossings and to look both 
ways before stepping off the curb.

RESIDENTS WARNED TO SHUN 
DRIVEWAY SEALING OFFERS 


Louis area residents were 
warned by John L. O’Brien, 
president and general manager 
of the Better Business Bureau of 
Greater St. Louis, yesterday to 
guard against operators of the 
driveway sealing racket. He said 
the migratory operators who 
work the racket usually pose as 
a local concern. 

He explained that a solicitor in 
work clothes will call at homes 
and say he has just finished a 
driveway or highway job in the 
area and since he has enough 
material left over in his truck 
for just one more job, he is in 
a position to offer a real bargain. 
The technique is to get the home 
owner or his wife to authoribe a 
cash in advance job, on impulse, 
so as to prevent any check on 
his reliability or prices, O’Brien 
continued. 

The bureau official said the 
victim soon learns that the sub- 
stitute, or diluted, materials used 
on the driveway do not dry as 
promised but remain ‘“‘a gooey 
mess” for days or until resur- 
faced properly by a legitimate 
firm. The cut price also is much 
higher than the price charged 
by local firms for a satisfactory 
job, O’Brien added.

Expansion 


Plans to build a one-story ad- 
dition of the Edwin F. Guth 
Lighting Company’s plant at Jef- 
ferson and Washington avenues 
is reported by Edwin F. Guth 
Jr., president. 

With this addition, the Guth 
Company’s property will exceed 
350,000 square feet in St. Louis. 
The addition will be on Lucas 
ave., directly north of the com- 
pany’s offices and main plant. 
It will run from Beaumont on 
the west to a point within 300 
feet of Jefferson ave. The east- 
ern 300 feet of the block will 
remain open for parking and 
trucking areas. 

The addition will have no 
columns. Width will be 120 feet 
clear, length 625 feet. There will 
be adjoining buildings built for 
paint mixing, baking ovens and 
storage. Clearing is well under 
way. Construction is expected 
to begin early next spring. 

The Guth Company’s main 
building at 2615 Washington was 
originally the old Pickwick 
Theater, built in 1885. Guth 
moved into the old theater after 
alterations in 1907. During the 
past three years, major altera- 
tions were made in this build- 
ing. Enlarged new office areas 
and lobby have been provided. 

In 1919 the company added the 
125,000 square-foot concrete 
building to the west of the main 
plant. In 1952, 18,000 square 
feet was added to the west of 
this building. 

The old Union Dairy building 

at the northeast corner of Jef- 
ferson and Washington was re- 
modeled in 1958, giving the com- 
pany an additional 25,000 square 
feet of space. And, in 1955, the 
Graybar Building at 2642 Wash- 
ington was purchased. This 
added another 40,000 square feet 
of space.

Limestone May Aid. 

In addition to food and water, 
a heavy application of limestone 
can be expected to give good 
results. Paul Bernard explains 
that limestone provides calcium, 
which improves the condition of 
heavy clay soils and helps the 
plants make better use of the 
other chemicals. 

Bernard recommends using 
about 100 pounds of limestone 
per 1000 square feet. This may 
sound like a lot, but lime is 
quite heavy. There is no danger 
of burn if ground limestone is 
used. (Hydrated lime should 


never be used in any garden | 


operation.)

A new model, called the Park- 
view, described as the first 
“convertible home,”’ opens to 
the public for the first time to- 
day in Ville-Maria.

Barmy Over Bingo 


LONDON, Sept. 23. 
THE COMMAND “eyes down” is being happily obeyed 
by some million Britishers a week. In comforting proximity 
to others who don’t much bother to look left or right along 
the newspaper headlines, they place counters on numbered 
a . cards and hope for the 
a sg Bingo has become more 
| Wa than an escapist craze in 
the past few months. The 
game known in the nursery 
as lotto, in the army as 
housey-housey, has got 
more adults in its thrall 
than the government can 
have bargained for when 
it loosened the reins on 
the public’s flutters with 
the betting and gaming 
act, 1960. Bingo houses 
have mushroomed from a 
few hundred to an estimat- 
ed 10,000. 

Social workers say it is 
becoming more sinister 
than drunkenness or sexual 
immorality in leading to 
debt, broken families and 

, neglected children. Church- 
men have viewed in condemnation: ‘“‘A boil on the face of an 
affluent society;” “A malignant and virulent cancer,” ‘The 
worst social evil of the century.”

It is a game which requires no skill on the part of 
its players and very little outlay on the part of the pro- 
moters. The players are now vying for any roofs that 
will shelter them for the winter: village halls, school- 
rooms, church halls, pubs, cinemas, theaters—even the 
Albert Hall has been mentioned. Bingo has become a 
big business, despite the fact that it has still a long way 
to go to rival the Britishers’ favorite methods of losing 
money—the horses, the dogs and football pools. 


» PARLIAMENT has never quite made up its mind whether 
betting is a vice to be discouraged or an innocent safety- 
valve to be given free vent to. 

Gambling on horse racing—the sport of kings, and 
eertainly of the Queen—no longer requiring the furtive passings 
of slips at street corners, is now open to a wider public. 
Britons spend 683,000,000 pounds ($1.9 billion) in gambling 
every year, it has been estimated. 


But the backing of horses, as any down-at-heel 
devotee will tell you, is an art. Thousands who do not 
know the name of their member of Parliament, or the 
meaning of the common market, will unfalteringly 
trace back the ancestry of any list of runners. To 
them bingo is a mug’s game. However, its phenom- 
enal growth this year cannot be passed off so lightly. 


» LEGISLATION made it respectable, by insisting that par- 
ticipants be members of a club, and that all money staked 
be returned in prizes (profits are made from admission fees 
and refreshments.) The atmosphere in one of these clubs is 
horribly hypnotic. About three-quarters of those massed around 
the board are likely to be women, mostly middle-aged. Under 
the monotonous drone of the caller’s voice — ‘‘All the fives, 
55 . . . Lucky for some, 13 . . . Clickety-click, 66’’—they 
geem to be sharing in a conspiracy. 

Some are. Their husbands do not know they are there. 
Their children are back from school, waiting for tea. Another 
ten bob from the housekeeping money goes as somebody else 
shouts: ‘‘Bingo!”’ 

Some seaside resorts this past summer have left the im- 
pact of bingo like a tidal wave. Holidaymakers who used to 
bask in deck chairs, go for a motor trip, or lay on the beach, 
have sat through the sunny hours in dim saloons, eyes down, 
eves up, pause for another round. 

“On the prom, I'd be all on my own,” said an elderly lady 
who sat playing bingo from 10 a.m. to 11 p.m. every day. 
‘There's a nice feeling here of being all together.” 

To the bingo addict there is a kind .of comfort just in 
belonging to one of these spiritless clubs. 

Win or lose, she finds refuge from loneliness, from the 
necessity to think and face reality.

Who Has the 


Theft of Goya Masterpiece 


One of Many in Recent 
Weeks Here and Abroad-- 
Paintings Worth Millions

“QUERY NOT that I have the Goya,” began the letter, written 


in pencil in angular capitals on cheap, plain paper. 


The letter 


was received by the London offices of Reuters News Agency, 10 
days after the theft of the Duke of Wellington portrait painted 
by the Spanish master, Francisco Goya. 


This painting, recently pur- 
chased for 140,000 pounds ($392,- 
000), had been on display in the 
main entrance hall of the Na- 
tional Gallery, its new owner 
A barrier of rails and ropes ex- 
tended around the portrait. The 
museum, on Trafalgar Square, is 
one of Britain’s great national 
storehouses of art treasures, pro- 
tected by a system of burglar 
alarms and guards said to be 
excelled only by the security ar- 
rangements of Buckingham Pal- 
ace and the Bank of England. 

And yet, on Monday, Aug. 21, 
the Goya disappeared. The date 
is interesting, and perhaps sig- 
nificant of some warped motiva- 
tion, for it was the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the theft of the Leo- 
nardo da Vinci ‘Mona Lisa” 
from the Louvre, the French na- 
tional museum in Paris. 


The Mona Lisa was taken Aug. 
21, 1911. Two years later, one 
of the thieves disclosed its hid- 
ing place, in an attic at Florence, 
Italy, and it was returned to the 
Louvre on the last day of De- 
cember, 1913. The thief, Vincenzo 
Perugia, an Italian, said he 
stole the Mona Lisa out of pa- 
triotic motives—to avenge Na- 
poleon’s looting of Italian art 
treasures. 

The Goya appears to have 
been stolen for ‘‘charitable”’ 
motives. The full text of the 
Goya letter, as released by Scot- 
land Yard is: 


“Query not that I have the 
Goya. 

“It has a stick label on back 
saying F. Le Gallais and Son. 
Depositories. Jersey. Name 
Duke of Leeds. Date 22.8.58. 
No. 2 It has 6 cross ribs each 
way (back). 

“The act is an attempt to 
pick the pockets of those who 
love art, more than charity. 

“The picture is not dam- 
aged, apart from a couple of 
scratches at side. 

‘“‘Actual portrait perfect. 

“The picture is not, and will 
not, for sale—it is for ransom 
—140,000 pounds—to be given 
to charity. 

“If a fund is started — it 
should be quickly made up, 
and on the promise of a free 
pardon for the culprits — the 
picture will be handed back. 

“None of the group con- 
cerned in this escapade have 
any criminal convictions. 

“All good people are urged 
to give, and help the affair to 
a speedy conclusion.” .. .. .. 


The letter was mailed Wednes- 
day night, Aug. 30, in the Baker 
street area of northwest London, 
the section associated with the 
exploits of Sherlock Holmes, and 
delivered to Reuters Thursday 
morning. While police were 
testing it for fingerprints, and 
trying to trace the paper and 
envelope to some _ stationery 
shop, the identification marks 
mentioned in the letter were 
checked and found to be general- 
ly correct. 

F. Le Gallais and Son is a 
firm of auctioneers and valuers 
in Jersey, with whom the Duke 
of Leeds, former owner of the 
painting, had left it in storage 
in 1958 while he was away from 
his Jersey house. 


The Duke of Wellington, sub- 
ject of the portrait, gave it to 
an ancestor of the Duke of 
Leeds, and it had been kept in 
that family until this summer. 
On June 14, it was put up for 
sale at Sotheby’s, the noted Lon- 
don auction gallery, where it 
figured in one of those spectacu- 
larly fast, record-breaking bid- 
ding contests that have helped to 
focus attention lately on the 
tocketing values of art master- 
pieces. The high bidder, after 
only 90 seconds, was Charles 
Wrightsman, a New “Yorker 
whose business is with oil 
pumped from the ground, and 
whose pleasure is with oil on 
canvas. 

British art lovers raised an 
outcry at the prospect of another 
great work’s being taken out of 
the country, and Wrightsman of- 
fered to sell the painting to the 
National Gallery for the $392,- 
000 he had paid for it, the highest 
price ever brought by a Goya. It 
was bought with the help of 
funds from the Government and 
the Wolfson Foundation. — 

The theft of the Goya occurred 
when the art world, whatever 
that is, was still trying to keep 
score on the series of other 
thefts that have had gallery di- 


rectors and collectors 
their hair recently.

G. David Thompson. The loot 
included six Picassos. Thomp- 
son had installed a “fool- 
proof” burglar alarm system, 
but forgot to turn it on when 
he went out to dinner, He has 
offered $100,000 reward for 
the return of his art. 

Four paintings valued at 
$670,000 from the mansion of 
David E. Bright, an industrial- 
ist, at Los Angeles, by a thief 
who hacked two Picassos, a 
Modigliani and an Afro from 
their frames. They were re- 
covered by police Thursday 
night. 


Contemporary paintings and 
scupltures valued at $68,000 
were hijacked last Wednescay 
from a truck in New York. 


. They had been bought in E.g- 


land by Josph H. Hirshhorn 
of Greenwich, Conn., a dis- 
cerning collector. The thieves 
also took $40,000 worth of wo- 
men’s wear from the truck, 
which casts doubt on any pos- 
sibility that they stole the art 
out of love. 


Several other thefts have been 
reported recently along. the 
French Riviera, with some re- 
coveries. 

But the big booty remains in 
hiding. London police do not 
expect that the Goya will be 
ransomed, and seem to be count- 
ing on the thief to tip his hand 
in some way because they 
suspect he is enjoying the public- 
ity. 

Meantime, # can be reported 
that speculation is rife. One of 
the favorite hypotheses is the 
Mad Art-Lover Theory, which 
argues that the major jobs dis- 
play a connoisseurship, a profes- 
sional finesse and the sort of 
disregard for locks, alarms and 
guards in which madness would 
be of great help. 

The International Ring Theory, 
which would seem to merit 
credence, is that the increasing 
number of wealthy private col- 
lectors offers a good market 
for stolen paintings. There has 
to be an Iron Curtain angle, and 
it is that some Communist lead- 
ers, not encouraged to have big 
bank accounts and preferring 
liquid assets anyway, are eager 
buyers of valuable paintings.

A visitor to the Louvre told 
recently, according to the New 
York Herald Tribune, of being 
accidentally locked inside the 
vast building at closing time. He 
wandered about among the art 
treasures, looking for a guard 
and finding none. He walked a 
half-mile down unprotected halls, 
finally came wpon several guards 
frying eggs on a hot plate, and 
was let out. 

The Mona Lisa theft was com- 
mitted by three men who re- 
mained inside the Louvre on a 
Sunday afternoon. Vincenzo Pe- 
rugia, the leader, was one of the 
janitors. He and his two as- 
sistants hid all night in a closet, 
The museum was closed on Mon- 
days for cleaning, and the three 
put on the white blouses worn 
by the cleaning force. They dd 
not cut the Mona Lisa from i 
frame, as some reports had it, 
because the work is in tempera 
on a wood panel, 384 inches 
high and 21 inches wide. 

The three took down the paint- 
ing which, with panel, cradle, 
glass and frame, weighed 220 
pounds, and carried it to a serv- 
ice stairway. Perugia removed 
the panel and hid it under his 
loose blouse. An unsuspecting 
plumber let him out of the 
building. 

Besides the patriotic motive 
of getting revenge on Napoleon, 
the thieves planned to make six 
copies of the painting and to 
sell each as the original, to “‘un- 
scrupulous American million- 
aires.”’ Napoleon, by the way, 
did not take the Mona Lisa when 
he looted Italy of art works in 
1796-98; Francis I had already 
acquired it legitimately. 

Perugia told police that six 
copies actually had been sold 
(what dark corners are they hid- 
ing in now?), and that when his 
share of the loot was gone, he 
stole the original back from his 
accomplices. Two years later, he 
wrote a letter to authoriities tell- 
ing them where to find the paint- 
ing. He signed the letter “‘Leon- 
ardo.”” He got a short jail term,

stance that the stolen Goya por- 
trait is of the Duke of Welling-

tered to his forehead, a little 
shaken by the spent bullet that 
had bruised his thigh—a_ wild- 
eyed, unfamiliar Wellington.’ 
The stolen portrait clearly is 
based on this drawing, for it is 
the same three-quarter aspect, 
but with the general appearing 
more at ease and more formally 
dressed. Two other Goya por- 
traits, an equestrian now in the 
Wellington Museum in London, 
and one with a hat in the United 
States, may also have been done 
from the battlefield drawing.

.familiar except to art scholars 


beca’:se reproductions of it have 
not been widely published. 

G-ya was born in 1746, and 
lived 82 years. He was strongly 
influenced by Velazquez, and 
some of his early tapestry de- 
signs have the sportiveness of 
Fragonard’s nobility at play in 
Arcadian settings, but with an 
acidulous exposure of underlying 
folly. 

Goya's prints, “The Disasters 
of War” are both a protest and 
a moral judgment of man’s 
senseless cruelties. Some of his 
most powerful works were done 
on the walls of his country 
house in his last 10 years: His 
ambiguity of meaning, heavy use 
of black and distortions of the 
figure for expressiveness have 
caused many authorities to rate 
him “the first of the moderns.” 
With equal respect, he is some 
times referred to as the last of 
the old masters. It seems reason- 
able to think of him, like truth, 
as somewhere in between. The 
Wellington painting is less a 
character reading, in the Gova 
manner, than the drawing of the 
sweaty, battle-weary fighting 
man. 

The succession of art thefts 
lately brings to mind the delect- 
able coincidence that the novel, 
“The Oldest Confession,” by 
Richard Condon, published three 
years ago, is about a Mad Art- 
Lover and his efrorts to steal—a 
Goya and from the Prado Mu- 
seum at Madrid. 

The Mad Art-Lover, a Dr. 
Munoz, employed an American 
thief of considerable sophistica- 
tion who, in turn, hired a French 
painter with an uncanny facility

We were in awe of Miss Gertrude. She talked funny, for 
one thing.

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On Safari in Primitive Africa Civil War 


First of a Series Telling Experiences 


The news out of Africa 
today is almost all political. 
But there is another Africa, 
that remote and brooding 
country beyond the whirl of 
politics and the march of 
progress, which is today as it 
has heen for centuries. This 
is the first of a series of re- 
ports on what th: se primitive 
areas are like today,

WE MET at the farming tow 
of Nakuru in central Kenya an” 


had kippered herring for break- 
fast. 


We were four: myself, my wife 
Kitty, Chief Game Warden John 
Blower of Uganda, and Bob 
Leach, a former Uganda agri- 
culturad officer. 

Blower, at 39, is the eldest of 
the party and, by unspoken 
agreement, the leader of this 
expedition. A tall, bald, quiet 
man with an unquenchable hun- 
ger for remote places and hot 
curry, he first came to Africa 
almost 20 years ago as a young 
officer serving with West Afri- 
can troops. 

Bob Leach, who is 2%, is the 
baby of the party, a whimsical, 
easy-going bachelor. He served 
as an officer in British Somailli- 
land before coming to East Afri- 
ca and is the only accomplished 
horseman in the crowd. Despite 
his age, his wanderings have 
taken him from South Africa to 


the Bahamas. 

Kitty ie 28 and, as my wife, 
has spent the last five years 
knocking around Africa. It ts 
likely that her good humor and 
love of the bush will stand her 
in better stead on this journey 
than her degree in economics 
from Vassar. 

I am a 32-year-old ex-Marine, 
spheroid and unpleasant before 
morning coffee, a fair hand with 
a typewriter, an adequate shot 
hut certainly the most unskilled 
of the three men in busheraft. | 
have always enjoyed an excellent 
relationship with horses: we have 
kept our distance from each 
other, 

The bond which links our party 
is an almost physical love of 
Africa’s remote mountains and 
sweeping plains. We have come 
from the corners of the earth to 
this wild Jand and in its empti- 
ness we have found not loneliness 
but a quiet contentment of which 
none need speak but which each 
understands. 

There will be much emptiness 
in the days to come. We are 
headed for the foothills of the 
Matthews mountain range, which 
the Samburu call Ol Doinyo 
Losoe, in Northern Kenya. 


Until last year this area the 
size of Wales, over which 
20,000 Samburu wander, was a 
part of the Marsabit National 
Reserve and hunting was pro- 
hibited. Samburu District is 
still a closed area into which 
one may not enter without the 
permission of the Kenya Gov- 
ernment. 

In an effort to show the 
Africans that wildlife can mean 
money for them, the area has 
been thrown open to a limited 
number of hunting safaris, 
which must travel either on 
foot or on horses. All the 
profits go to the Samburu 
African District Council. 


Through the A.D.C. we have 
arranged to hire ‘six Ethiopian 
ponies and eight camels, enough 
to carry ourselves and our kit 
for two weeks. 

This is not really a hunting 
safari, although I have a license 
and will do some shooting for 
the pot. We are interested basic- 


ally in seeing new country and 
a remote tribe, in finding in our 
brief divorce from civilization a 
new perspective on the jobs 


which each of us must do. 


Camels carry supplies on camping trip into wilds of Kenya. Rent per camel was $1.15 a 


day. Campers used 10 of them, and six horses. 


dated one-street town 22 miles 
down the road, we were on the 
marches of civilization. Here 
white settlement ends and the 
bush begins. Each of us had 
been here before; none had been 
beyond this point. Here, for us, 
Africa and this adventure began. 

As we left Rumuruti, we saw 
our last fence. From here on 
for almost a thousand miles, to 
the highlands of Ethiopia, there 
was nothing but dry, open coun- 
try. 

It was hot and the dust 
coated our clothes and our faces 
in a red film through which the 
sweat ran in muddy rivulets. 
There was a little game but no 
people. The horizon, broken by 
a few rocky hills, danced in the 
heat and dust devils swept 
across the plains. 


In the far distance lav the 
dim blue bulk of Ol Doinyo 
Losoe. ‘That was where we were 


going. 


MARALAL IS a ramling Sam- 
buru. town with a permanent 
population of perhaps 300, an 
oasis set in the cool shadow of 
Popor Kelumbi, a peak 8304 feet 
high rising from the Thanada 
hills. 

With its near administrator’s 
bungalows of pine, built in the 
chalet fashion and surrounded 
by honest mountain trees, 
Maralal resembies a Swiss vil- 
lage mysteriously transplanted to 
Africa .. . until one notices the 
nearly naked Samburu leaning 
on their spears outside the dukka 
(store) of the Greek trader. 

Maralal is perhaps best known 
as the spot in which convicted 
Mau Mau leader Jomo Kenyatta 
lives in restricted residence, 
safely insulated from the lush 
forests of Kikuyuland. 

I had asked permission to in- 
terview Kenyatta, a request 
which had been approved by the 
Kenya Government. But Jomo 
was in one of his moods and 
was s@eing no one. 


In Maralal we expected to pick 
up our Ethiopian ponies, our 
camels and the Africans who 
would drive the latter for us. 
But the district officer, Gerrard 
Pryor, had bad news for us: 
the camels and ponies were at 
Wamba, 70 miles away. But we 
were in such a good mood at 
being almost off on our own 
that the inconvenience did not 
bother us much. 

Pryor pointed out the area al- 
lotted to us 
the Uaso Nyiro river; to the east 
lay the Matthews range; 


to the south our 
boundary was the watershed of

west we were hounded hy the 
Karissia hills and the Maralal 
escarpment 

Between the Matthews and the 
Karissia hills lay the great Ii- 
bonyeki and Sware plains, nearly 
1000 square miles of country 
ranging in character from open 
plateau to broken country choked 
with thick brush. No other white 
man, with the exception of an 
occasional government official, 
would be allowed into the area 
until we left. 

For two weeks, this chunk of 
Africa belonged to us. 


The cost would be moderate: 
we were to pay $2.15 per day 
for each horse and $1.15 for 
each camel, In addition, we 
were to pay each of the two 
horse syces (grooms) and the 
three camel syces 30 cents a 
day in addition to their regular 
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Some might call this escap- 
ism: to uS it means a return to 
realities. Here the glitter and 
the falseness of urban life dis- 
appear and there remains, 
among people like the Samburu, 
the fundamentals of life as they 
have always been: war, women, 
witchcraft and cattle, a search 
for grazing and water, a unity 
with the rhythm of nature. 

As we finished off our kippers 
and paid our hotel bills, none 
regretted the paved highways, 
the hot baths and the well- 
manioured farms which we 
were about to exchange for the 
arid and empty North. 


None of us knew the area into 
which we were going. Few white 
men have seen the area, which 
was not transversed by explorers 
until nearly the turn of the 
century and is still inadequately 
mapped. After them came only 
elephant hunters (the tuskers of 
Ol Doinyo Losoe are © still 
legendary) and now there are 
only a handful of scattered ad- 
ministrators. 


We drove out of Nakuru after 
breakfast with the morning sun 
dancing on the pink of the 
flamingo-fringed lake beneath 
us. Our three Land-Rovers were 
to be left at Maralal, where the 
camels and the ponies were to 
meet Us. 


In Rumuruti, a dusty, dilapi- 


the El Barta plains while on the salaries from the African Dis- 


trict Council, which also pro- 
vides saddles and gun buckets. 


Our food. tobacco. tentage. 
camp kit and suitable liquid re- 
freshment we had brought with 
us from Nakuru packed in steel 
mortar shell boxes. We also had 
two 12-gallon baramils (water 
containers for use with camels 
or mules), 

Our friends John Blower, chief 
game warden of Uganda, had 
brought one of his game scouts. 
Bob Leach, fourth member of 
the party, had with him Yourram 
Mzee, his personal servant. We 
would hire a Samburu mtoto 
(boy) in Wamba to look after 
my wife Kitty and me 

Our safari was only the fourth 
to enter the district. If the 
scheme were to become success- 
ful, it would bring in $5000 a 
year to the Samburu African 
District Council, enough to build

a new wing on a school or put 
in a waterhole. The council had 
virtually no other source of in- 
come and this appeared to the 
government to be its best hope 
for financial solvency. 

We thanked Pryor for his help 
and, after buying the rough 
tobacco and salt which is the 
standard goodwill gift used in 
Samburu District, set off in our 
Land-Rovers for Wamba, 


We had covered only half of 
the 70 miles to Wamba when the 
huge black clouds which had 
been skulking above the moun- 
tains for days opened up and the 
rain poured down in sheets. The 
road became a rapidly flowing 
stream and gullies which an hour 
ago had been dry became tor- 
rents. 

By nightfall we were still short 
of Wamba but the rain had 
stopped. We pulled off the road 
and camped for the night under 
a dripping thorn tree. 

The following day dawned fair, 
clear and cold, as only a pink 
desert dawn can be cold. We 
packed up hurriedly and, after 
climbing the small hill which 
leads to the storybook pass 
through the last of the Karissia 
hills, rumbled down onto the 
grassy, game-filled plains of 
Wamba., 


There were many graceful 
impala and _ white -rumped 
Grant's gazelle, Grevy zebra, 
their stripes closer together 
than the ordinary variety, gi- 
raffe and a magnificent herd of 
oryx, their spear-like horns 
making them look like a squad- 
ron of Civil War cavairy charg- 
ing across the yellow plains. 
Just outside Wamba, two wrin- 
kled elephants dozed under a 
pair of umbrella-like thorn 
trees. 


Wamba, like Maralal, is a 
small scattered town crouched 
under broad trees at the base 
of a rocky mountain. The white 
population is three and there 
are a couple of cavernously cool 
Indian dukkas where the Sam- 
buru bring their goat skins to 
trade for salt, tobacco and beads, 


Two of the three whites were 
out on safari but we found the 


| third, a young game warden, 


who took us down to a cool grove 
of trees to introduce us to our 
came!s, 

There were eight of these and 
the views which they expressed 
made it patently obvious that 
they viewed the forthcoming 
safari with considerably less en- 
thusiasm than we. It was also 
obvious that, the camels being 
on the small and lean side, we 
had far more kit than they could 
carry (the better of the lot, we 
were told, could carry 90 pounds 
on each side). 

Although we were able to hire 
two additional camels from the 
chief camel groom, a hard-faced 
Rendille tribesman, the only 
thing to do was to unpack every- 
thing and weed out those articles 
which we could do without. 

Two hours later, after discard- 
ing the larger of the two tents, 
the tarpaulin, some camp chairs, 
the canvas bathtub, half of our 
food, a smaller proportion of our 
liquid refreshment and, for some 
unknown reason, two of the four 
sheets Kitty and I had, we were 
ready to load up. 

The camel syces rigged odd 
frames made of a piece of bur- 
lap, four sticks and several 
vards of rope on the back of 
each heast. This was accom- 
panied by a caterwauling which 
we were to become used to in the 
davs to come, a curious combi- 
nation of snarl and moo which 
sounds like a lion gargling. 


Meanwhile we made the ac- 
quaintance of the horses and the 
two syces, hired the kitchen 
mtoto, a forlorn youth of 15, and 
got our personal kit in order, 

Finally, leaving our 
Rovers under the tree, we 
mounted up and rode slowly off 
through the bush. 


We made only a short march 
of about two hours before camp- 
ing under this small hill called 
Tipito, on the edge of the Mat- 
thews, the great Ilbonyeki plains 
stretched out beneath us. We 
fell into bed and were soon 
asleep.

Al- 
though Mrs. Chesnut repre- 
sented the Southern aristocracy. 
her diary serves with “Walt 
Whitman's Civil War,” published 
last autumn by Knopf, to remind 
us that on both sides and in al!

through an agonizing ordeal that 
has left permanent scars on the 
national conscience.

Mrs. Chesnut was a more il- 
luminating witness than she 
probably knew.

More than once she in- 
veighed against the hypocrisy 
with which Southern ladies 
averted their eves from their 
husbands’ Negro mistresses: 
“Any lady is ready to tell you 
who is the father of the mulatto 
children in everybody's house- 
hold but her own.” 


SHE QUOTED a respecte d 
plantation overseer as saving 
“In all my life I have met only 


one or two womenfolk who were 
not abolitionists at heart. and 
hot ones, too. Slavery is a thing 
foo unjust to last.”’ Mrs. Chesnut 
was scornful of Northern Aboli- 
tionists, like Mrs. Stowe, Gree- 
lev, Thoreau and Emerson, who 
“eased their hearts’ by sancti- 
moniously writing against slav- 
ery but never had to face the 
human problems that slavery en- 
tailed. | 

Sincé the Civil War preserved 
the Union, most Southerners of 
today probably agree with the 
North that it accomplished some- 
thing for America. But to read 
Mrs. Chesnut’s diary is to realize 
that many of the problems the 
Civil War left unsolved have only 
been papered over, and every 
day we are reminded that the 
Negro is not yet free. 

Last July the centennial of 
Bull Run was celebrated in a 
sham battle before a paying 
audience. Let’s hope that we do 
not have to go through the whole 
series of battles in a carnival 
spirit, concluding with Lee’s sur- 
render in false face at Appo- 
matox on April 9, 1965. Or would 
the centennial be concluded five 
days later with the shooting of 
Raymond Massey in a theater 
box by a disgruntled actor? 
Mourning would better become 
public recognition of our mos! 
grievous national experience.

A Bachelor? What's 
Wrong With Him? 


COREY FORD is a humorist whom I've always admired 
but I must deplore the theme of his latest book. ‘‘What Every 
Bachelor Knows” (Doubleday and Co.) sets out to glorify, 
or at least plead for understanding of the bachelor, and, as 
every married woman 
knows, a bachelor may be 
pitied, may be censured 
but certainly should never 
be encouraged. 

Ford might be excused 
on the grounds that he 
himself is a bachelor and 
feels that as such, he 
should speak up for this 
minority group, ignored 
by advertisers, television 
family shows and the 
manufacturers of baby 
food. 

‘Minorities are in the 
majority in this country,” 
he writes. ‘Politicians ap- 
péal, not to the electorate 
as a whole but to its sepa- 
rate parts: the labor sec- 
tion, the religious ele- 
ment, the racial factor, 
the farm group. The 
under-privileged have come into their own, the underdogs are 
having their day.”’ 

Bachelors may be in the minority but, as Ford points out, 
they are not exactly a negligible minority. There are at the 
moment 14,768,000 bachelors in the United States—‘‘you might 
call it a bachelor explosion,”’ Ford quips. 
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Despite their numbers, he says people still look on 
bachelors with the curiosity accorded an unoccupied 
house. There’s a tendency to stand on tiptoe, peer in 
the windows and try to figure out why the house has 
never appealed to an occupant. Bats in the attic? 
Skeletons in the closet?

FORD EXPLAINS that his own bachelorhood goes back to 
his childhood. He was born unmarried and although he liked 
to have women fussing around him even then, he objected 
vociferously when they tried to change him. He goes through 
the events which led to his becoming a confirmed bachelor 
and tells, with amusement, of the fruitless efforts of married 
women matchmakers on him, 


Now here Ford and I part ways. I consider it the 
bounden duty of every married woman to try to marry 
off bachelors, preferably to their own unmarried women 
friends. Those 14,768,000 unmarried men might muddle 
along all right but think of the 14,768,000 nice home- 
loving girls they’re depriving.

World's Largest Planetarium Goes Up 


Hyperboloid Structure in Forest Park:an Architectural, Scientific Marvel~Opens Next Spring

CONSTRUCTION is coming 
along nicely on the Planetarium 
in Forest Park. The building is 
about half up and at least half 
believable; a concrete shell that 
looks like the world’s biggest 
mushroom turned upside down. 
I went to the construction site to 
see if the architects and build- 
ers and Howard Ohlendorf, the 
original dreamer of a St. Louis 
Planetarium, need help on the 
job. They don’t. 

All they need is an occasional 
fresh ear to fill with the marvels 
of the Planetarium as it will be 
when it opens late next spring, 
or in early summer. Ohlendorf 
won't wait for spring. The Plane- 
tarium is a thing of beauty to 
him as it stands right now. He 
is a member of the Planetarium 
Commission and was chairma.: 
of the group that worked hard 
to get the project included iu 
the 1955 Bond Issue. 

Ohlendorf stood on the roughed- 
in steps of an entry to the 
Planetarium, construction rubble 
all around him, and gestured 
toward the interior. 


“The Planetarium will have 
the only museum in the coun- 
try you can see into from the 
outside,” he said. “When it’s 
closed you oan peek in the 
front—all glass. Go to the Art 
Museum at night when IT’S 
closed, and what can you see? 
Have you been to the Museum 
of Natural Science in Chicago? 
Very impressive when you 
walk in and see that coal mine, 
isn’t it? You know the first 
thing you'll see here? The 
surface of the moon.” 


There was triumph in his voice 
as he described the wonders-to- 
be. The interior of the Planetar- 
tum is no small marvel as it is 
now. It is a forest of 4x4 tim- 
bers holding up the concrete in 
the 160-foot-diameter circular 
building. A lot of honest coal 
mines get by on less shoring. 

Chester Roemer, the. project 
architect for Hellmuth, Obata 
and Kassabaum, Inc., and Bill 
Penney, the architect-supervisor 
on the job for the Gamble Con- 
struction Co., joined Ohlendorf 
among the 4x4s. Somehow the 
timbers looked stronger, holding 
up the concrete, with two confi- 
dent architects there. Roemer 
explained that when the top is 
on the building the stresses will 
flow together and transfer to the 
columns and the base, and then 
the timber forest will be re- 
moved and the building will 
stand up all by itself. 


“Assuming the engineers’ cal- 
culations are correct,”. Roemer 
added, musingly. He smiled, and 
Penney smiled and Ohlendorf 
smiled, and they nodded at one 
another as though they would 
be content to stand in the mid- 
die of the Planetarium until the 
last timber was removed and the 
building ‘was resting firmly on 
the engineers’ calculations. 

“Charley Schweighauser is go- 
ing to join us here,’’ Ohlendorf 
said. “‘He’s just been appointed 
manager of the Plantetarium, he 
won the job in a Civil Service 
examination. You're all going to 
like Charley, he’s young and az- 
gressive and on the ball.’ 

A tall young man appeared 
among the timbers. Schwe's- 
hauser. He has a shy smile and 
an aggressive handshake. Judg- 
ing by his grip, the Planetar- 
jium’s manager has been helping 
the timbers hold up the concrete. 
Schweighauser is 25, a St. Louis- 
an, and has a master’s degree in 
English from Williams College. 

An English master’s in a 
Planetarium? 

*T had a minor in astronomy,”’ 
Schweighauser said. ‘I’ve pur- 
sued it a long time.”’ He smiled 
gently, an any - more - questions 
smile, and I let the matter drop 
before he offered to shake hands 
over it. 

We were standing at the heart 
of the $1,200,000 project, in the 
area that will be the hemis- 
pherical-shaped auditorium, the 
room where crowds will sit and 
watch the universe go by. The

The projec- 
tor will be 100 projectors, ac- 
tually, each responsible for 
about a 10-foot-square section of 
the perforated aluminum screen 
that will line the dome of the 
auditorium 

“About 400 people will be 
seated in here, and the show will 
last 30 to 40 minutes,”’ Ohlendorf 
said.

“The Goto company is go- 
ing to send over a crew 0° 
three to install the projector 
and the console that operates 
it,” Ohlendorf said.

big.” 


Arching steelwork among the 
timbers suggested the outline 
of the Planetarium’s viewing 
room, as it will be, a huge 
half-a-ball shape. Seen from the 
outside, the viewing room will 
be a relief map of the moon, 
the entry-point sight that Ohlen- 
dorf mentioned. The area sur- 
rounding the viewing room will 
be used for exhibits. The upper 
level will hold a promenade 
deck, an observation platform. 

“Altogether, there will be 
12,500 square feet of exhibition 
space, the largest of any plane- 
tarium in the world,” Schweig- 
hauser said. 

“You are up on your statis- 
tics,” Roemer said. 


“Exhibits are important,”’ 
Ohlendorf said. ‘‘They help get 
kids interested in science. Most 
Planetariums have a chunk of 
meteorite and a telescope and 
a mural on one wall, and that’s 
it. 

“This is going to be more than 
just a dark room you walk into, 
see something marvelous for a 
half-hour, and then walk out of 
again. The side exhibits will be 
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marvelous, themselves. One 
company wants to put in a 
space communications display, 
for instance. When you get to 
Venus, how are you going to 
get word back? Another com- 
pany’s offered a seismograph.” 
We walked outside the build. 
ing, and backed off to admire 
Roemer said the name for 


its shape is ‘‘single-sheet hyper- 
boloid.”’ 
Ohlendorf said, ‘‘Somebody 


called it two flying saucers, rid- 
ing piggy-back, but it’s beauti- 
ful. . You’ve got to give Mayor 
Tucker credit for that. 

‘‘Mayor Tucker's reasoning 
was that it shouldn’t have a 
domed top because that’s how 
all other planetariums look. If 
people saw a domed top here 
they'd say, ‘Oh, I’ve seen that 
before,’ and actually they won't 
have seen anything at all like 
this.”

Nothing, however, is allowed to 
get in the way of Ohlendorf’s en- 
thusiasm for the Planetarium.

“The biggest problem to lick 
in the building,” said Penney, 
“is the word ‘planetarium.’ 
I'll bet I’ve had 25 people wan- - 
der up and ask me, ‘What kind 
of plants will you exhibit 
here?’ I guess the proximity to 
the Jewel Box does it.” 


“It gets confused with an ob 
servatory, too,”’ Roemer said. 

“Yeah,”’ said Penney. “They 
want to know where the tele- 
scope will poke out.’ 


Everybody stood in a moment 
of silent pity for poor, earth- 
bound observatories, able to view 
only a limited portion of the 
heavens and only at night, and 
troubled by fogs and rains and 
maybe flyspecks on the tele- 
scope. The planetarium projector 
has none of those woes; it can 
conjure up the Southern Cross 
in Forest Park as easily as the 
Big Dipper. 

The only thing it doesn’t do, 
and nobody mentioned it, is ease 
the skywatcher’s ancient prob- 
lem — you'll still have to crane 
your neck, and look up.

Tn American Films

NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (UPI). 
_. FILM-MAKER ROBERT ROSSEN, whose latest movie—‘‘The 
Hustler”’—ds a classic of realism, condemns the tycoons of Holly- 
wood for refusing to look at American life and culture with “‘a 
clear-eyed, realistic point of view.” 

“They have had contempt for the American public as an 
mudience long enough,” he said. ‘The content of American films 
bas not kept up with their wonderful technical development.” 

Rossen, a graying but youthfully ebullient man, has turned 
out an impressive list of films with penetrating comments on the 
human condition during his 25 years in Hollywood. He is one 
of the handful of successful film creators who have worked with 
the major studios and been able to buck their policy of substitut- 
ing sex, spangles and sentimentality for substance. 

“The men who have controlled these studios came up from 
the days of the nickelodeon and have the same idea they had 
40 years ago,” Rossen said. ‘‘That idea is to feed the public pap 


“Their barometer—the box office—has proved them 
wrong. Foreign films, not American films, are making 
money. Foreign films are realistic and accept audiences 
as adults. 


“IT’S A MATTER of basic point of view. We who make films 
have the right point of view and would like to treat movie-goers 
bike adults. But the dead hand of the industry has been upon us.” 

“The Hustler,”’ to be released next week by Twentieth Century- 
Fox, is the story of a young pool shark who is nearly destroyed 
by his lust for the gare. Much of the movie, distinguished by a 
superb performance from Paul Newman, was filmed in actual 
Manhattan pool halls, streets, cafes and a midtown bus terminal. 


“A studio set is a studio set; it can be fancy or 
stylized but it can’t be real,” said Rossen. “But if you’re 
out for reality, the smell, almost the taste of the scene, 
you need the actual location, Then it bursts on the screen 
with its own sort of magic. 


“I love working in New York because it’s challenging and it 
makes you come up with something vital. Also, it's my home 
town and was the birthplace of films. 


“I made a hard film when I made ‘The Hustler.’ It may be 
@ little too tough for the squeamish. But it’s honest and it’s in 
the great tradition of film realism which Americans originated 
and Jet Europe run away with.” 


Rossen gave “Greed,” “Little Caesar,” 
From a Chain Gang,” and “Scarface” as examples of 
early realistic films turned out in Hollywood long before 
Italy’s post-war “‘verismo”’ school was born. Some of his 
own contributions to film realism were “They Won’t For- 
get,” “Dust Be My Destiny,” “Edge of Darkness,” the 
Academy-Award winning ‘All the King’s Men,” and “‘The 
Brave Bulls.”

“I try to convey something about the forces within man, the 
urges that drive him end the conclusions he reaches the hard 
way,”’ he said. “I try to project what is great in our society, 
not what is infantile. That’s why I always pick my stories, buy 
them, develop them, and almost always help write the scripts.

By 1924 we sang 
for free on radio. Then we began making records in 1925, 
followed by a song and chatter radio show—this time for pay. 

‘*Then we had a local Chicago radio show titled ‘Sam and 
Henry’ in 1926. And in 1928 we began ‘Amos ’n’ Andy.’ Eight 
years or so ago we changed from the daily 15-minute shows to 
the half-hour ‘Amos 'n’ Andy Music Hall’.”’ 

“Once you're used to working and then have nothing to 
do it can make a wreck of you,” Correll added. 

“That's why we're doing the new show,’’ Gosden con- 
cluded. “We may not need the money, but we sure need 
the work.’’

trouble. But not always. Sometimes, because of loca- 
tion, or texture of the tissues, or whatever, the hernia 
repair breaks loose.

I’m sincerely sorry that you've lost faith in your 
doctor who, as you tell me, has a good reputation,

My advice, even if you don’t like it, is this: Go 
back to that same doctor rather than to a different 
one, however good, Why? Because your doctor knows 
you, knows how difficult your particular case is, 
knows what extra techniques must be attempted, I'm 
afraid you'd just be deceiving yourself by hoping that 
somebody else would do better with a difficult case, 
Surgeons are surgeons, not baseball pitchers. There's 
quite a difference.

I have noticed that recently I have a 
tendency to bruise very easily. Could it be due to some vita- 
min or mineral deficiency? B.B. 


You haven’t given me much to go on—but I have 
noticed for many years that ‘dieting’ too often in- 
cludes avoidance of milk. Milk contains calcium, 
which is necessary in rapid healing of bruises. So 
don’t omit milk. Make it skim milk if you choose; 
that’s fine. Skim milk contains the necessary calcium 
but has been shorn of its fat. Be sure you include 
citrus fruits or juices daily.

CUSTOMERS WITHIN the 
hungry i, awed perhaps by the 
reputation of the establishment, 
never yell at waiters once the

They sit attentively in canvas 
chairs, applaud at the appropri- 
ate intervals, converse only be- 
tween the acts 
unfamiliar with the 
rules—as for instance a group of 
16 that arrived one night last 
spring from Seattle and con- 
ducted themselves in @ raucous 
manner—are cast out, 

Enrico Banducci, founder 
owner and primum mobile of the 
hungry i, is pleased to think that 
more citizens have been ejected 
(‘for artistic reasons’) from 
his basement than from any 
other night club in the land. 

Banducci is a stout, gregar- 
ious and impulsive man given to

wearing berets, baggy trousers, 
old sneakers and expensive 
sweatshirts. He is fond of 


clowns and violin music. 
Conversely, he dislikes ‘‘but- 

ter and eggers,’’ i.¢., customers 
19 pound on tables and de- 


mand to know when “‘the girls 
come on.” 

The hungry i — “all lower 
case; nothing pretentious; noth- 


ing ostentatious’’—was never in- 
tended for people who wear fun- 


nv paper hats. ‘This is not,” 
Banducci said, “their sort of 
piace.” 


HE ESTABLISHED the hungry 
in a Jackson street cellar 11 
years ago. 

“Tl wanted a place where intel- 
lectuals (the i's who are hun- 
ory), unfettered thinkers, non- 
dogmatics, could talk without in- 
terruptions. 

Admission in those days cost 
25 cents, which got you down 
stairs but did not necessarily 
guarantee any entertainment. 
Sometimes a man could be found 
playing the piano; sometimes a 
man might be making wry re 
marks about the unfortunate as- 
pects of the Eisenhower admin- 
istration or the hydrogen bomb. 

Banducci, who then offered 
beer and wine, rid himself of 
the undesirables who began to 
frequent his basement by putting 
grenadine into their beer. 

On the wall across from the 
outer bar in the present estab- 
lishment, a larger basement a 
block west of the original, a sign 
reads: 

“We are all hungry for love, 
bread, knowledge, peace, etc.” 

Which, in Banducci's view, 
“about explains the joint.”’ 

Below the sign are posted 
photographs at Mort Sahl, Bob 
Newhart, Shelley Berman, Dick 
Gregory, the Limelighters, the 
Gateway Singers, Stan Wilson 
and the Kingston Trio, all of 
whom either began in Banducci's 
basements or appeared there 
early in their careers. 

Such, therefore, is the reputa- 
tion of the hungry i that an en- 
tertainer who plays it forthwith 
becomes an attraction elsewhere. 

Gene Raskin, a singer of sa- 
tirical folk songs, mentioned the 
corresponding economics of that

‘‘Make it big at the ‘i’,” he 
said, ‘‘and your price goes up 
by two zeroes.” 


BANDUCCI passes judgment 
on all who would play ‘‘the i”.

Activities of the proposed dis- 
trict would be in the fields pri- 
marily of immunization, sanita- 
tion and health education. Spon- 
sors said a dental clinic also 
could be established.

LENNON T. MORAN of St. Louis is a family man, attorney, World 
War Il fighter ace and colonel in command of the 131st Tactical 
Fighter Wing, Missouri Air National Guard. He is also one of the 
76,500 military reservists being called into active service because of 
the Berlin crisis. The 13lst goes on duty next Sunday. 

A calm; competent man of 42, Moran took up his duties before the 
Oct. 1 deadline, making the transition from civilian to military life 
smoothly but not without strain. There was some profit from the ex- 
perience of having been called up in the Korean War, but not too 
much. Mostly there was worry—the anxiety of a man facing a long 
separation from wife and children, the uncertainty of an attorney turn- 
ing his back on a thriving law practice and, sat Soest everything, 
the increasing demands from the military sector of his life. Pressure 
mounted and tension rose but his composure remained. 

Moving carefully, prudently in the weeks before his departure, 
Moran accommodated himself to his new situation. Working in the 
handsome suite of offices he shares with four other lawyers, the air- 
man-attorney balanced his books. Some cases he closed at once; 
others he entrusted to an associate. This winding up of civilian af- 
fairs was a sobering task. Not only was financial loss involved but 
also the realization the worst is yet to come—that the real pinch will 
be felt at some unspecified time in the future when he returns and 
faces the rebuilding of his practice. 

There was little time for brooding, however; if anything, too 
little time remained for all the needful things that had to be done. 
There was time for the family, though. From the busy schedule was 
extracted a day at the Zoo with Mrs. Moran and their six children: 
Tim, 14 years old; Mary, 10; Jean, 8; Shawn, 5; Patrick, 4, and Mark, 


3. The children and Mrs. Moran emerged unruffled from the six-hour 
expedition; the colonel lasted the route, but little more. 

Mrs. Moran, the former Dolores Scharf of Granite City, and the 
colonel were married in 1946, when each was a student at Washing- 
ton University. That was the year of decision for Moran, who had been 
discharged the previous year after World War Il service. In addition 
to getting married, he joined the Air National Guard. “And I'd do it 
again,” he says. The reasons are deep-rooted —in part the Minute 
Man philosophy; the man with a musket, ready to defend his home 
and principles. In modern concept, the man with jet-fighter capability. 

The Morans have found it not hard to live with his decision, 
even now when faced with separation and an acute housing problem, 
among other things. They moved in 1956 from southwest St. Louis to 
a big lot in Affton, a rolling eight acres on which they built a long, 
roomy house. Now, a new highway is in the blueprint stage and the 
Moran home is in its path. Mrs. Moran would like to have her hus- 
band on hand next spring when the State Highway Department starts 
negotiating for their property. However, as a practicing realist she is 
prepared, with misgivings, to argue the family case alone. 

It stands to be a well-argued case. Mrs. Moran is vivacious and 
articulate, with a manner that suggests strong resolution when her 
family’s interests are at stake. Looking ahead, she expects to be 
busy, but she concedes little more. “I've been working real hard at 
this stiff upper lip business,’ she says. 

Moran moved into active duty under a burden of fatigue and 
strain but with composure intact. President Kennedy had warned 
early this year that life in 1961 would not be easy. In St. Louis, 
Col. Moran was in a position to agree with him, without rancor.

Last Days With Family 


I ey WERE FEW at-ease moments for 
Col. Moran in the crowded days before 
active duty. Those few were spent with his 
family — taking part in the children’s activi- 
ties, putting household affairs in order, giv- 
ing a party. In this, Moran, the family man 
of 1961, was moving at a pace slower than 
Moran, the fighter pilot of 1944. 

An audacious airman in World War II, 
he had responded with gusto to the chal- 
lenge of aerial combat and earned his ace’s 
rating in headlong fashion — 16% confirmed 
kills over Germany. Back in this country in 
the fall of 1944 with the Silver Star, Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross with five oak leaf 
clusters and Air Medal, with three clusters, 
he was assigned to group that risked death 
in the then-secret jet aircraft program. 

He was terse and firm in his approach 
to active duty. “We've got a job to do,” 
Moran declared. “It's an important job, 
and we can do it.” The “we” were his 
squadrons at Lambert-St. Louis Field, at 
Springfield, [ll., and at Peoria—the men 


and equipment to be brought into a state 
of combat readiness in a hurry. Much had 
been accomplished at the recent summer 
camp but more remained; for one thing, 
about 2000 physical examinations. For 
each of the men involved, about 30 docu- 
ments had to be prepared. In the absence 
of a full-time staff this was a substantial 
undertaking. 

Equally taxing were the personnel mat- 
ters, hardship cases needing aid on famil 
problems, or housing, or bills, or jeopard- 
ized jobs. Linked to them were efforts to 
ease the impact on families being converted 
to military life. Wives were given identity 
cards, and arrangements made to assure 
the medical and welfare aids the govern- 
ment provides for its service people. 

These were trying affairs but experi- 
ence was on the colonel’s side and, most 
certainly, temperament favored him. This 
was, after all, the pilot who once attacked 
a flight of 50 German fighters, with only a 
wingman for company.

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OUSANDS OF OPPONENTS of nu- 

clear weapons staged sit-down 
demonstrations in London and Dunoon, 
Scotland, last weekend and 
lice a trying time. London's frafalgar 
Square was jammed with an esti- 
mated 10,000 “disarmers,” as they are 
known, and some 4000 police were 
called on to keep the sur — crowd 
from marching to Whitehall and Par- 
liament Square. Demonstrators who 
sat on pavements and sidewalks and 
refused to budge were arrested on 
charges of disturbing the peace. More 
than 1300 “disarmers” were jailed. 

At Dunoon, near an anchorage for 
United States Polaris submarines, 1200 
“disarmers” gathered at the entrance 
to Arnadam Pier, approach to the 
anchorage on Holy Loch. Many of the 
demonstrators who sat down at en- 
trance were picked up bodily by police, 
carted off (photo above). Altogether 
there were 281 arrests. At both rallies 
the pacifists chanted “Ban the Bomb.” 

Both demonstrations were called 
by the Committee of One Hundred, or- 
ganized by Bertrand Russell, 89-year- 
old philosopher, as a section the 
much larger Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament. Both groups believe in 
direct action through civil dis- 
obedience as a means of impressing 
their views on the British Government 
and the world. As the rallies began, 
Russell was already in jail in London, 
serving a seven-day sentence for re- 
fusing, in magistrate court, to promise 
not to incite the public.

High waves pound ashore and 
sheets of spray whip against 
battered buildings in the on- 
slaught of Typhoon Nancy 
against Japan's second largest 
city, Osaka. Here, as elsewhere 
in the country, man and his 
works suffered. The storm, rated 
one of the worst ever to hit 
Japan, left a staggering trail of 
death and desolation as it moved 
up the chain of islands before 
curving off into the north Pacific. 
Counting their losses, Japanese 
authorities found about 40,000 
houses either destroyed or badly 
wrecked, another 500,000 flooded 
or slightly damaged. In addition, 
more than 54,000 non-residential 
buildings were damaged, 300 
ships were sunk and highways 
and railroads were blocked in 
hundreds of places. More than 
175 persons were killed and 
an estimated 3000 were injured.

Lack of fighter planes and 
anti-aircraft weapons imperiled the outnumbered, isolated U.N. units. 
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Amid The Congo Crisis, 
Tragedy for the U.N. 
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Retugees line up for food at a U.N. camp in Elisa- 
bethville. Besides disruptive military operations, 
The Congo is plagued by free play of ancient tribal 
hatreds, uncontrolled epidemics and lack of food. 


CHAOTIC SITUATION in The Congo proved to be the 
last as well as the knottiest problem in the brilliant career 
of Dag Hammarskjold. The death of the 56-year-old U.N. Secre- 
tary General came at a most critical time for the new African 
nation, for the U.N. and for the world. The crash of his airplane 
in Northern Rhodesia prevented the cease-fire talks that might 
have ended the bloody fighting in The Congo's secessionist 
Katanga province. His tragic death was opportune for the 
Russians, who last year had demanded his removal and re- 
placement by a three-man commission—thus bringing the 
cold war stalemate into the top U.N. post. 

During its 14 months in The Congo, the U.N. military mis- 
sion has been physically attacked and verbally berated at 
different times by all three of the major political factions in 
the strife-torn nation. The recent fighting began when the 
U.N. launched a swift offensive aimed at removing foreign 
military leaders in the mineral-rich Katanga state. e U.N. 
leadership thought its objectives could be achieved blood- 
lessly and that the action would avert an all-out civil war. If 
it had been successful, the action would have united The 
Congo Republic, thus removing one cause for world tension 
as the U.N. General Assembly prepared to meet in New York 
last week. 

After initial success, Indian and Irish troops under U.N. 
command were gradually beaten back by hordes of Ka- 
tanga tribesmen and by soldiers led by white mercenaries, 
mostly Belgians and French military exiles. Hammarskjold 
was flying to meet with Katanga leader Moishe Tshombe when 


the U.N. chartered plane crashed. 

The former Belgian colony, with a population of 14,000,000 
and a territory four times the size of France, gained its inde- 
pendence on June 30, 1960. Katanga province seceded 11 
days later, a the rest of The Congo of its $980,000,000 
annual production from its mines, cattle ranges, farms and 


Katanga, largest and richest of the six Congo provinces, was de- 
veloped and exploited by the Belgians during their 83-year-rule.

industries. Without Katanga, where Belgian interests re 
mained entrenched, the young republic could not survive. 
The undisciplined Congolese army mutinied, atrocities were 
committed against remaining whites and vicious tribal war- 
fare broke out. The Congo government asked for U.N. help. 

Premier Patrice Lumumba, an extreme nationalist later 
turned pro-Communist, captured the imagination and votes of 
the central regime, overshadowing President Joseph Kasa- 
vubu. Lumumba insisted that U.N. troops end the Katanga 
secession by force, but was resisted by Hammarskjold. The 
Russians broke with the U.N. Secretary General over this issue 
and demanded his resignation. Later Lumumba was deposed, 
then was taken to Katanga where he was murdered. 

In the first of a series of conferences between Congo lead- 
ers, Tshombe of Katanga appeared to come out ahead. He 
proposed a loose federation that would still give Katanga its 
independence. This situation changed last spring and sum- 
mer as Kasavubu and his military leader, ama Mobutu, 
slowly came to agreement with Antoine Gizenga, pro-Com- 
munist successor to Lumumba. Tshombe was arrested when 
he bolted one meeting, then agreed to join in a new govern- 
ment, but changed his mind after he was released. A U.N. 
supervised meeting of The Congo parliament, without 
Tshombe, then gave the Gizenga group a bare majority, but 
approved Kasavubu's choice as premier, Cyrille Adoula. 
Adoula immediately called for U.N. action to bring Katanga 
province back into the fold. 

When Lumumba had called for similar U.N. action, a year 
earlier, the U.N. force was not free to support one faction 
against another, but could fight only to maintain the peace. 
However, last February, the U.N. Security Council passed a 
resolution calling for evacuation of all Belgian and other for- 
eign military personnel and authorizing the use of force. This 
force was finally applied with the present disastrous results.

The two types of meat are cut into small pieces, browned 
and cooked with flavorings of onion, Worcestershire sauce, bay leaf and 
turmeric, then baked in layers with hard-cooked eggs under a blanket of 
golden-browned pastry. Mrs. John D. Wright of Bridgeton prepared this 
savory dish as part of a display of international foods for the “Gourmet 
Walk,” a project of Women’s Association of Ladue chapel. 

Mrs. Wright discards fat from the kidney before cutting it into small 
pieces. The steak is cut into one-inch squares and both meats are coated 
with flour, seasoned with pepper, turmeric and onion salt, then browned 
quickly in hot oil. They are further cooked in a double boiler for about two 
hours in water containing chopped onion, Worcestershire sauce and bay leaf, 
also adding pan drippings dissolved with a little water. 

When very tender, the meat is spooned into a casserole, one-third at a 
time, with hard-cooked egg slices in between the three layers. Top is covered 
with pastry rolled out fairly thick and pricked with a fork to emit steam, 
then placed in a 375-degree oven until attractively browned. These portions 
are intended for six persons. Dish can be eaten hot or cold. 

3. Chopped onion is placed in top of double 
boiler along with water, Worcestershire 
sauce and bay leaf. Browned meat is 
transferred to this mixture for more cooking.

Photographers Take Lessons 


In Portraiture From Master 
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By CLARENCE E. OLSON of the PICTURES Steff 


Photography can be defined as the art of producing images 
on light-sensitive film. Beyond this point, the artistic output 
varies from humble but treasured snapshots to elegant studio 
portraits. The one thing that the more than 50,000,000 cam- 
era owners in the country do share is a penchant for record- 
ing faces—the images of loved ones and friends. But as 
many dedicated amateurs have discovered, the art of making 
top quality portraits is not simple. Even the professionals 
occasionally take lessons. 

Such a group met recently in St. Louis for a one-week 
course under portrait photographer A. D. Witchers of Topeka, 
Kan., a Master Photographer and member of the Professional 
Photographers’ Association. Though these pros were con- 
cerned with the finer points of posing and lighting for studio 
portraiture, some basic concepts can be applied to portraits 
made at home with photoflood bulbs or ordinary lamps. 

The series of photos on these pages, made during a ses- 
sion on bridal portraits, shows the effects of individual lights 
in a basic triangular arrangement. Four lights are used — 
background light, edge light, key or main light and fill light. 

The background light is placed behind the subject and 


Background light

aimed up at a wall, paper, sheet or other plain surface, giv- 
ing an even, shadowless tone to the background. The edge 


or rim light (sometimes called a back light) touches the hair, ~ 


the curve of the cheek and the outline of the figure to give 
roundness and accent. It is usually placed behind the sub- 
ject at one side and high enough to give the desired highlights. 
The key light is placed at a 45-degree angle from the cam- 
era, producing shadows that give texture and depth to fea- 
tures. It also gives sparkle to the eyes. The key light should 
be above camera level, but not so high that it leaves a nose 
shadow long enough to touch the lips. The softer fill light, 
placed farther away and on the opposite side from the key 
light, reduces the harshness of the shadows without completely 
eliminating them. It is fixed about at camera height. 

It is not necessary, of course, to use four lights, but such 
a combination can produce excellent, professional-looking 
portraits. The key light may be used alone or with the edge 
or fill lights added. When just one light is used, it should 
be held above and slightly to one side of camera. Many pho- 
tographers prefer to use available room light or one light 
reflected from ceiling and walls to create a more natural look.

TRANQUILIZERS 


Here are new facts about these controversial, much-discussed drugs 


Is it safe to take tranquilizers? Do they really help you? Today, answers 


are important because since the “mood pills” have come into wide 


use, misconceptions and a careless public attitude have grown up 


about them. Yet, 17 million or more prescriptions for tranquilizers 


are written in the U.S. each year. They now rank second in 

sales to antibiotics. To get the facts about these drugs, PARADE 
asked 21 questions of Dr. Frank Berger, discoverer of Miltown 
(chemical name: meprobamate), one of the earliest tranquilizers. He 
is president of Wallace Laboratories, Cranbury, N.]J.

Q. Tranquilizers have been used increasingly in the past 
five years. Is there anything new about them? 

A. Yes. We have learned a great deal about whom they 
can help, whom they cannot help, their strengths, limi 
tations and what might be developed in the future. 


Q. Aren't people overusing—and doctors overprescribing 
—these drugs? 

A. In my opinion, no. Of course, the drug can be 
abused in individual cases. However, in general, the 
normal healthy individual avoids dosing himself with 
pills. As for doctors, they generally prescribe tran 
quilizers for people they believe can be helped by them. 


Q. Can these drugs really cure mental iliness? 

A. They do not cure anything. They may alleviate 
symptoms and open the way to more complete treat 
ment and understanding of the problem. 


Q. Do tranquilizers create a feeling of happiness? 

A. No. However, they can make your problem seem 
less forbidding by removing or decreasing unreason 
able anxiety. This is a basic virtue of the drugs. 


Q. What is their actual effect? 

A. They relieve anxiety, calm you down, make you 
better able to endure the situation you find upsetting. 
[he “situation” may involve anything from visiting 
the dentist to sweating out a new job. 


Q. Are there emotional conditions for which tranquil- 
izers simply don’t work? 

A. Certainly. If a mother is anxious because her child 
is sick, she’s not likely to be helped by tranquilizers. 
Hers are normal, healthy jitters. Tranquilizers work 
best when there is no real cause to justify emotional 
distress. 


Q. What kind of anxiety does yield to tranquilizers? 
A. Doctors call it “free-floating anxiety.” The individ 
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ual is always on edge, but cannot tell why. He feels 
vaguely uneasy. Added stress becomes the final straw 
that makes him extremely nervous and excitable. 


Q. What types of troubled patients gain benefits? 

A. Those who are extremely jittery or overexcitable 
and psychotics who have delusions and who fall out of 
touch with reality. 


Q. How many different tranquilizers are available today 
for prescription use by disturbed patients? 

A. More than 40. They fall into three basic chemical 
categories: meprobamate, chlorpromazine, reserpine. 


Q. Do these drugs produce any ill effects? 

A. All drugs, tranquilizers included, may have harm- 
ful effects when taken by people who cannot tolerate 
them. However, when carefully prescribed, tranquil- 
izers do not produce serious side effects. 


Q. Is it dangerous to take an overdose? 

A. An overdose of any drug is dangerous. Skin 
blotches, weakness, drowsiness and changes in vision 
have been reported as occasional effects of ordinary 
tranquilizer doses. In rare cases, blood disorders have 
developed. 


Q. Should you drive a car after taking a tranquilizer? 
A. Most people can do so safely. However, a few may 
hind that their efhiciency is somewhat impaired. Such 
persons should be cautious about driving or operating 
any machinery which can be life-endangering. 


Q. Can you take tranquilizers safely for life? 

A. I believe that the majority of patients can— provid 
ing they are closely supervised by their doctors. 

Q. You hear that tranquilizers are good for almost every- 


thing from overweight to heart trouble to ulcers. Do 
they have that wide a range of effectiveness? 


A. They are not “good for almost everything.” They 
can help in cases where anxiety arises from physical 
illness. Thus, tranquilizers are prescribed often for 
symptoms of menopause, certain types of headache, 
chest pain associated with heart trouble, insomnia, 
some menstrual disorders and muscular spasm. 


Q. Are there conditions, strongly associated with emo 
tional problems for which tranquilizers do little if any 
good? 

A. Yes. I don’t think they can be of much help in get- 
ting the overweight individual to lose unwanted 
pounds, Nor can they do much to clear up certain skin 
conditions which are thought to be caused by mental 
unrest. I doubt also whether they can do much in ulcer 
cases, because ulcers, I feel, are caused not by tensions 
but by chemical factors in the body. 


Q. Can tranquilizers make you outdo yourself on the job 
or in an emergency? 

A. I doubt it. I doubt that they can make a slugger 
out of a mediocre ballplayer. These drugs don’t in- 
crease your natural capacities. They may help you to 
realize them. 


Q. Haven't tranquilizers changed the mental hospital 
picture? 

A. They have helped. Since tranquilizers and psychic 
energizers have come on the scene, mental hospital 
patient loads have decreased slightly, reversing a trend 
of manvy vears. 


Q. What is a psychic energizer? 
A. A drug which, unlike the tranquilizer, can lift the 
patient out of the doldrums of depression. 


Q. Will research produce more and better drugs to com- 
bat emotional disorders in the years ahead? 

A. We hope so. We need new and effective drugs to 
treat criminal behavior, which I’m sure results very 
often from brain abnormality. 


Q. Is there any new evidence to that effect? 

A. Yes. Doctors in England have found that in 90 per 
cent of certain groups of convicted criminals, there are 
abnormal wave patterns as shown by standard meas- 
urement techniques. Perhaps drugs of the future 
might be able to make these brain waves normal and 
thus prevent the individual from committing crime. 


Q@. Are there any other frontiers for new drugs in this 
field of emotional well-being? 

A. There are experiments with drugs aimed at im- 
proving vour performance in tasks which you know 
produce anxiety and tension. .

FourtnH persion (8 through 11 weeks): Here's where 
vou must enter the picture. Research has proved that 
at no other time in a dog’s life will he establish as 
strong a bond with man as he will in these next four 
weeks. 

The dog must get a sense of security from his new 
home. He must have daily play periods with his trainer, 
must also learn to put up with such irritations as wear 
ing a collar and walking on a leash. 


At this point the command of quiet can be taught 
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HEEL: Command is given with sharp slap on 
instructor's leg. For finishing touch use a stick. 


firmly grab his snout, squeeze a little, stoutly giving 
the command and repeating it. 


FirtH periop (12 to 16 weeks): This is where the 
pup has a strong desire to please, but also declares his 
independence. Now man and dog determine who will 
be boss. 

Commands in this period are one-word affairs. Use 
a brisk voice, remembering that it’s not a request you 
are giving. Don't call your dog by saying, “Come, Fido. 
Come on bov, over here.” 

Class should be held off by yourselves, without dis 
tractions. Have him on the leash. Don't feed him every 
time he does something good. Let his brain work, not 
his stomach. When his tail goes down and his head 


starts to droop, he’s had enough. But end the lesson on 
a happy note. Play with him and give him some loving. 

Most important is your stance. Don't tower over the 
pup, it’s a threat to his animal instincts. Lean over, 
show him you want to be friends. 


To teach sit, put him on the leash. Place him on 
your left side. Command sit. With the leash in the 
right hand, gently pull up, hold up his head. At the 
same time the left hand pushes his hindquarters down 
to the ground. Keep repeating this until the only pres- 
sure needed on his hindquarters is the touch of the 
fingers. Within a week, he should do it on command. 


To teach stay, first command him to sit. With the 
leash in the left hand, step around in front of him. 
Continue to hold his head up. Place your right hand in 
front of his face, palm out toward him. Command stay. 
Take one step backward. Motion with the hand to stop 
and command stay again. If he breaks, start over. 
Gradually you will be able to go the full length of the 
leash. In a week he should do this without the leash. 


To teach come, have the dog sit, stay. Get a few yards 
in front of him, turn, run away from him, clasp your 
hands and command come. He should respond and 
run to you with enthusiasm. Gradually reduce the 
running and he will come on voice command only. 


To teach heel, hold the leash short, keep him at your 
side. Teach your dog to walk with you, not you with 
him. If he’s reluctant and holds back, bring him along 
gently. When he gets used to this he may soon want to 
bolt ahead. A sharp yank will stop him. At the same 
time command heel. Hold him on the leash where he 
is, walk up to him, start over. If he really wants to 
lead, carry a stick, hold him back with taps on his 
chest. He will get the idea. 


To teach down, don't step on his back paws when he 
jumps up, as some trainers suggest. Instead, bring your 
knee up sharply against his chest. Knock him off 
balance, commanding down at the same time. This is 
such a surprise to him that'he learns fast. . 
By the time vour dog is 4 months old you will know 
each other well. Many times you will think the dog 
is almost talking to you and you will have to stifle a 
temptation to-bark back. ” 


SIT: With leash in right hand, pull dog up; holdhis STAY: Place right hand on dog’s face, palm out 
head. Left hand pushes hindquarters to ground. toward him. This may be learned in week's time. 


QUIET: Firmly grab dog’s snout, squeeze it, give 
the command, repeat. This can be learned very early

WHERE THE 


WORLD LEADERS 
WOULD HIDE

N DAYS OF OLD when knights were bold, wars were 
I courteous affairs, at least for the kings and their 
captains. True, some conquerors, like the Huns, Moors 
and Mongols, had a disagreeable habit of lopping off 
heads. But among the more civilized warriors of the 
Dark Ages this was frowned upon as bad etiquette. 
Thus England’s Black Prince, after seizing France's 
King John the Good, waited personally on the van 
quished monarch and bent his knee every time he 
brought in the meat platter or wine jug. 

But unhappily for monarchs, such amenities went 
up in the smoke of World War I. World War II was 
even rougher. Rulers found themselves ducking bul 
lets and bombs along with their subjects. 

Today the great hope is that peace and sound judg 
ment will prevail. But if the worst should happen, no 
man, no matter how exalted, can count himself safe. 
Thus the world’s leaders have been digging in. In 
what may go down as the beginning of man’s return 
to the cave, they have built some magnificent bomb 
shelters. 


Nikita Khrushchev has probably the most elab- 
orate of all shelters. It is fitted out like Noah’s Ark to 
survive another world catastrophe. Comrade K has 
Stalin to thank for this underground refuge. 

Stalin picked the spot, in the granite crags of the 
Caucasus, after an elaborate search. He ordered a 
survey of a legendary cave where supposedly the irate 
gous bound Prometheus to the rock and left him to 
be clawed by an eagle. It was too inaccessible. Jason's 
cave, also famed in legend, was discarded for the same 
reason. Finally the old tyrant settled on the Uplis- 
Tsikhe cavern, five miles from the town of Gori in 
Southern Georgia, where he lived as a boy. 

The cave presents a view of breathtaking beauty. 
Below are the misty marshes and pistachio groves 
through which the Kura River wends its way to the 
Caspian Sea. Around its entrance are stands of cherry 
laurel and, higher still, groves of pine and aspen. 

Stalin dug new tunnels and chambers, turned the 
cave into an under-the-mountain city with its own 
power plant, communications system, stocks of food, 
wines, medicines. He even installed a small collective 
farm where fruit and vegetables are grown in artificial 
sunshine, and a pasture where cows can graze and 


provide fresh milk. There are 300 chambers in the 
Uplis-Tsikhe cavern. 

Khrushchev's subterranean hideaway is too far 
from Moscow to reach in an emergency. Intelligence 
reports claim the dictator has prepared himself a 
handier U bezhishche, adeep bombshelter of reinforced 


concrete, within easy running distance from his office. 


Mao Tse-tung of Red China, an experienced cave 
dweller, has prepared an emergency headquarters in 
a series of caverns in the Hsi-shan, or West Mountains, 
10 to 15 miles northwest of Peking. From this secure 
redoubt, Mao is prepared to contemplate the loss of 
half of China’s 700 million population. This is the 
number he has said China could afford to sacrifice in 
a nuclear war. 

When Mao started his Red rebellion, he holed up 
in the squalid, lice-infested caves of Yenan. But the old 
rebel, after a decade in power, has become soft. His 
new cave dwellings, while not as elaborate as the 
Khrushchev retreat, are cozy and vermin free. 


Konrad Adenauer, West Germany's chancellor, 
inherited his nuclear hideaway from a man he detested 
—Adolf Hitler. It lies under the Berghof Pavilion, 
better known as Hitler's “Eagle's Nest,” at Berchtes- 
gaden in the Upper Bavarian mountains. Natural caves 
have been blasted out to make an air-conditioned 
underground fortress for 60 people, complete with 
stocks of food, water, tools, medicine and arms. There 
is also a secret getaway passage through the mountains. 
Adenauer also has a bomb shelter near his office in 
Bonn. Constructed of reinforced concrete, the roof is 
covered with layers of soil to minimize radiation. 


Charlies de Gaulle, France's President, probably 
would sit out an attack in a deep dungeon under the 
historic Ile de la Cité, right in the heart of Paris. The 
island was first built into a fortress in 358 A.D. by the 
Roman Emperor Julian the Apostate, who used the 
dungeons to store silver coins. 


King Gustav of Sweden, although neutral, is taking 
no chances. His bomb shelter under Katarinberget in 
Stockholm is a masterpiece of Swedish engineering. 
The Swedes learned one valuable lesson from the allied 
bombing of Hamburg, where raging fires sent scorch- 
ing air into the bomb shelters to suffocate or burn 
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alive those within. The shelter has its own oxygen 
plant, so outlets can be sealed. 

The granite roof is 80 feet thick. The 50-ton doors 
are set at an angle to be blast-proof, and the walls are 


honeycombed to ‘reduce the blast force. The furnish- 


ings are futuristic. Among the supplies are books on 
archeology for King Gustav, a bug on the subject, who 
might want something to read during the attack. With 
typical Swedish thriftiness, the invulnerable hideaway 
has a peace-time use as a royal garage. 


Elizabeth ll and Harold Macmillan, Prime 
Minister of Britain, both veterans of the London blitz, 
haven't gone to extremes. The Buckingham Palace 
wine cellars have been reinforced; there is Churchill's 
old bomb-proof headquarters near Admiralty House; 
several huge underground radar stations are also avail- 
able. These are reasonably safe, except from direct hit. 

PARADE understands, however, that the Queen and 
her ministers have been thinking more in terms of 
going up than down for safety. The royal family and 
chief ministers would take to the air in Vulcan or 
Victor bombers which would soar to 75,000 feet. The 
government could even be transferred in hours to 
Canada to fight on from there. 


President Kennedy and our own leaders have 
the great underground Pentagon that has been estab 
lished in the hills of West Virginia. Only the precise 
location is secret. The President, his family and chief 
aides can be whisked there in less than 30 minutes 
by helicopter. Here, invulnerable to nuclear attack, a 
government in miniature is ready. 

Under the White House itself is an emergency bomb 
shelter encased in four feet of solid concrete, rein- 
forced with steel. Built originally for the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, it has a sloping entrance and an 
emergency exit. This presidential dugout is not fur 
nished for plush living. The President and his aides 
would sleep on metal cots, sit on straight chairs, work 
at plain wooden tables. Simple meals would be pre- 
pared in a tiny kitchen. 

Though it measures a modest 100 by 50 feet, the 
shelter is equipped with its own heating system, power 
plant, communications network and water supply. All 
facilities are completely independent of the city over- 
head. Should surface Washington ever be demolished, 
its heart could keep on beating below ground.

As far back as 1958, I became 
convinced that the Soviet aimed at dominating 
the world and would use force to do it.

“I built my shelter in 1959. My neighbors 
were, well, tolerant of the idea. The shelter 
consists of about 60 tons of concrete and cost 
me about as much as a medium-priced car. 
That's high; ours could keep eight to 10 people 
alive three to four weeks. Most cost about $500. 


“We largely followed the Civil Defense 
specifications. We have specially-designed 
ceramic filters that are supposed to filter 
out radioactive fallout, an emergency air supply, 
canned water, a chemical toilet—all the 
things people have heard about. 


“This is no game we're playing. I know people 
shy away from the subject, or say they 
wouldn't want to survive in ‘such a world.’ 
But who knows? If enough of us had holes to 
hide in, we could put our civilization back

THE LANGUAGE BATTLE 


CREVE COEUR, 
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The U.S. is in high gear now—but did we start too late?

ERE’S WHAT THEY RE SAYING in U.S. schools 
H and colleges this fall: 

In Bountiful, Utah: “AH-nah bah-TAH-lehm LOH- 
hah gah-DEE-dah.” 

In San Francisco: “Woh tsai sheh sheeng-teh hwa.” 

In East Lansing, Mich.: “Nee-nah-jeh-FOON-zah 
koo-ZEH-mah LOO-gah m’'PEE-yah.” 

In Creve Coeur, Mo.: “Yah oo0-CHOOSS NOH-voh- 
moo yah-zee-KOO.” 

Translated, each sentence means, “I am learning to 
speak a new language.” Respectively, the languages 
are Arabic, Chinese, Swahili, Russian. In other schools, 
students are learning Swedish, Portuguese, Norwegian, 
Hebrew, Czech and Greek—as well as the common 
standbys of French, Spanish, German and Italian. 

For the U.S. is suddenly off on a language kick. 
It extends to all ages, to all states—and to a whole 
babble of tongues. Although statistics are elusive, more 
than 5 million Americans may be mastering new lan- 
guages this fall. And this buildup—with its heartening 
implications for the cold war—has come about almost 
overnight, without most people being aware of it. 

Here’s what is happening in and out of schools: 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL: Most dramatic developments 
have come here: enrollments in language classes have 
jumped 700 per cent in six years. Today 2 million 
grade-schoolers acquire a speaking acquaintance with 
another tongue. Most programs aim only at teaching 
good accent, basic vocabulary, leaving fluency for 
later. Most taught languages: Spanish, French. 

Hicn scHoor: Language classes, up 20 per cent in 
a year (1958-59), now total over 1% million. Even 
more encouraging is the striking gain in four-year 
students, who thus achieve real language mastery. 

Coizuece: Numbers in language courses are in- 
creasing twice as fast as college population. Studying 
languages this fall: more than 600,000. Included are 
would-be language teachers, badly needed in schools, 
and students in little-known, exotic tongues. 


PrivATE INsTRUCTION: Enrollments at Berlitz, best 
known private language school, have tripled in five 


years — largely because of U.S. business expansion 
overseas. Sales of self-instruction records and books 
are swelling. 

All this is encouraging news for the U.S., since 
language is a key weapon in the struggle to win over 
the uncommitted peoples. And it may likewise affect 
our relations with the Soviet itself. “We cannot under- 
stand what is in the minds of other people if we cannot 
even speak to them,” President Kennedy has warned. 

A few years ago, language was the most neglected 
subject in the curriculum. The narrowing gap is due 
to Sputnik, the James B. Conant study of the high 
schools—and a $43 million federal crash program. 

But has the increased pace been fast enough? Many 
experts fear it has not. “I wish literally millions of 
Americans would study Spanish and Portuguese,” 
former President Eisenhower declared after his Latin- 
American tour. 


The Big Push at Creve Coeur 


- But dramatic changes are being made. Take, for 
instance, what has happened in the Parkway schools, 
in the St. Louis suburb of Creve Coeur (see photo). 
There you are as likely to be greeted with the Russian 
“Dobrey den” as “Good morning.” More than 850 
students between 8 and 13 are learning Russian. No- 
where else is the subject being taught so intensively 
to so many young students. 

This start-em-early program isn’t unlike the Soviet 
approach, where 10 years of second-language instruc- 
tion begins in nursery school. And the hope of better 
relations between Americans and Russians is one rea- 
son for the Creve Coeur project. ; 

Says C. W. Farnham, Parkway superintendent: 
“We hope, through the language, to study the history, 
geography and customs of a nation with which it is 
increasingly important to maintain sound relations.” 

After a year’s study, a Parkway student is expected 
to know 150 Russian words. After four years, his 
vocabulary should be 600. Comparably, three years in 
nursery school English gives a Russian 300 words. 
PARADE observed one of these classes in action (see 
cover) and can testify to the language abilities of the 
5- to 7-year-olds. 


Parkway students responded so well to the pro- 
gram’s first year that it has been expanded. Last year 
it was taught in third through sixth grade, in four 
schools. This year it has been initiated in seventh 
grade and will begin in all schools. In 1962 school 
officials plan an eighth-grade course, and they will keep 
expanding until 10 years’ study has been set up. 

Gregor Breitberg, 42, a stocky, amiable refugee with 
a University of Moscow degree in languages, is the 
entire faculty, teaching five hours daily in five schools. 
He also instructs an adult class, briefs the classroom 
teachers to assist him and draws up teaching materials. 

Each student sees him only a half hour a week, but 
it is a lively period. Breitberg, an accomplished violinist 
once with the St. Louis Symphony, often brings along 
his instrument and his two musical sons and teaches 
Russian songs. The students’ first-semester repertoire 
is apt to include harvest melodies and Christmas carols. 
Breitberg finds singing a good way to put across new 
words, especially with younger students. 

He doesn't strive to build big vocabularies, however, 
aiming more for good pronunciation. He also tries to 
instill a working knowledge of Russian’s difficult 33- 
character alphabet. One early lesson is how to count 
the Russian way. In the halls of Parkway schools, you 
hear the chant, “Adeen-dva-tree-chatyri-pyat . . .” 


What's Russian for “Blackboard”? 


When Breitberg isn’t teaching, classroom teachers 
(most of whom never heard a word of Russian until 
two years ago) conduct drills. They also use Russian 
words for classroom objects such as “blackboard” or 
“desk.” And each has on call a tape recorder with 
refresher tapes of Breitberg in action. 

And perhaps the tipoff on student enthusiasm came 
this year. Given an opportunity to pull out of the 
program, only a handful did. 

“Think what this kind of program could do!” exults 
Assistant Superintendent Arthur Mallory, echoing the 
sentiments of language teachers — and government 
officials across the U.S. “Suppose we could turn out 25 
or 30 youngsters who could communicate — really 
communicate — with the Russians. Think what that 
might do for America and the whole world!” . 
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Terrific...but how do you make it? Just pick out several pretty Jell-O 
flavors.

Why she’s worth $40,000 a week

LAS VEGAS, NEV. 
AST MONTH MITZI GAYNOR, 30, finished a six-week 
| & stint at the Flamingo here. 

She was paid $40,000 a week, one of the most astro- 
nomical salaries ever paid any entertainer in Las Vegas’ 
high-priced history. 

Amazingly enough, this was Mitzi’s first night-club 
job, and her primary reason for taking it was, “I didn’t 
have anything else to do.” 

Translated, this means Mitzi Gaynor was unemployed. 
In Hollywood there was no call for her acting services. 
In fact, prior to her Las Vegas stint, this peppy, well- 
formed, bouncing beauty hadn’t played in a motion pic- 
ture for two years. 

How, then, could she command $40,000 a week from 
hotel-owner Morris Lansburgh? 

The answer lies in the shortage of available name- 
entertainers in America who have talent. 

There are plenty of entertainers, you understand, such 
as Jayne Mansfield, Zsa Zsa Gabor, Marlene Dietrich, 
Jane Russell, Mamie Van Doren and Ann Sothern who 
have “names” —but their talent, as displayed on supper- 
club stages here, may be called microscopic. 


Mitzi Gaynor was paid $40,000 a week because she 
was new to Las Vegas and has genuine talent. She can 
sing, dance,quip, impersonate. She gives an audience its 
money's worth. 

She doesn’t slink on stage, sing a few off-key numbers 
and say in effect to the cash customers, “All right, take a 
look at me. I’m a Hollywood movie star. Now that I've 
satisfied your curiosity, go home, dear people. Go home.” 

Mitzi works hard. She stays on stage almost contin- 
uously for an hour, offers an imaginative song-and-dance 
sketch called “Hollywood Cavalcade” in which she imi- 
tates film queens from the silent flickers, the roaring 20s, 
the sultry 30s, the sexy 40s and the patriotic 50s. Then 
she performs a devastating imitation of a foreign star 
(Marlene Dietrich), goes into an arduous dance routine 
with four young men, sings a trio of “happy songs,” ends 
by belting out a medley of the tunes she sang in South 
Pacific, a movie in which she expected to hit it big but 
somehow didn’t. 

Costume changes are her only respite during the show, 
and when it’s over, Mitzi is as limp as a rag doll, the 
audience is applauding loudly, and the applause is punc- 
tuated with cries of “more, more, more.” 

In Las Vegas such cries have become relatively rare 
as the customers over the years have become more

knowledgeable and jaded. In the past 10 years they've 
seen Frank Sinatra, Dean Martin, Milton Berle, Sophie 
Tucker, Joe E. Lewis, Harry Belafonte, Sammy Davis, all 
the other show business veterans so many times that they 
know most of their routines by heart. 

What they want is newness, and that’s what Mitzi 
Gaynor gave them. 

In the process she opened a new chapter in her career 

—the supper-club chapter. She considers this fortunate, 
“because Hollywood just isn’t making musicals any more, 
and let’s face it, although I consider myself a pretty good 
actress, most of the producers in Hollywood think of me 
as a song-and-dance gal.” 

The reason is that Mitzi Gaynor ( real name—Gerber ) 
first broke into show business as a dancer. When she was 
14 she left Detroit, came to Hollywood, found a job danc- 
ing a comedy-bit in a local production of Roberta. She 
worked other musicals, was eventually spotted in The 
Great Waltz by a talent scout from 20th Century-Fox. 

The studio signed Mitzi at $250 a week but failed to 
capitalize on her fantastic figure—one of the best in 
Hollywood, a firm 36-22-35 on top of perfect legs. 

Explained one studio executive, “She generated more 
schoolgirlish appeal than sex appeal.” Says Mitzi’s hus- 
band, Jack Bean, “The guy who said that is obviousls 
blind.” 


Mitzi is Bypassed 


In truth Mitzi was under contract to 20th Century at 
a time, 1950-57, when Betty Grable was peaking and 
her replacement, Marilyn Monroe, was targeted for the 
all-out buildup. Two sexpots in one studio are enough, 
so Mitzi was bypassed and given feature roles and 
secondary leads, until South Pacific came along. 

After South Pacific was released and became a big hit, 
the studio dropped Mitzi. 

This past March, Mitzi and her husband flew to Las 
Vegas for the Ray Robinson-Gene Fullmer prize fight. 
They ran into Morris Lansburgh, 42, a hotel man from 
Miami Beach who had recently bought the Flamingo. 

Aware of the big-name talent shortage, Lansburgh 
offered Mitzi a deal. Mitzi’s husband countered with the 
following proposition: $40,000 a week for Mitzi for four 
weeks, two shows a night, a joint production company in 
which Mitzi and Lansburgh were partners, possible film 
production of The Fanny Brice Story with Mitzi as star. 
Lansburgh agreed. 

Opening night in Las Vegas found Mitzi super-charged 
and sensational. In successive weeks she broke all the 
house records, attracted so many people that Lansburgh 
offered her a lifetime contract. 

Convinced today that she can make a go of it in the 
saloon circuit, Mitzi is currently mulling over offers to 
play Lake Tahoe, Miami, the Palladium in London. Sev- 
eral weeks ago she was signed for a.role in Broadway's 
upcoming The Night They Raided Minsky’s. 

“There's something about a live audience,” she says, 
“that gets you. In movies you try, but you can't really talk 
to the audience through a camera.” 

Her husband claims, however, that what Mitzi wants 
most is a family. 

“She loves to cook and clean and take care of people,” 
Jack points out, “but after seven years of marriage, I'm 
still the only one she has to take care of. What we both 
want most are babies.” 

At $40,000 a week, Mitzi and Jack will soon be well- 
enough endowed to take care of a hundred. .

er NOT REALLY a pie, nor is it a pudding, but 
Crunchy Pear Dessert combines the best features of 
both and is truly superlative.

14 cup butter or margarine 1 cup sifted enriched flour 
Y% cup firmly packed brown sugar 2 cup flaked coconut 
Heat oven to 400°. Combine all ingredients; mix with hands. 
Spread in oblong pan, 13” x 9/2” x 2”. Bake 15 minutes. Remove 
from oven; stir with spoon. Press 2 cups hot crunch against 
bottom and sides of 9” pie pan, using a fork. Cool. 


Filling. and Topping 
2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine 
2 teaspoon vanilla 
44 cup whipping cream 


14 cup firmly packed 
brown sugar 

14 cup enriched flour 

14 teaspoon salt 


44 cup pear juice, from 
canned pears 
44 cup milk 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 


6 canned pear halves, 
well drained 

4 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 


Combine brown sugar, flour and salt. Blend in pear juice and milk 
until smooth.

NE OF THE ARMY'S most famous retired gen- 

O erals dyes his hair. A well-known Hollywood 

star gets his bleached before each color film. A 

popular Broadway matinee idol finger-waves his 
locks every month. 

This hairdressing is performed on a hush-hush, 
top-secret basis. 

Why? Because in America anything done to 
man’s hair over and beyond the conventional hair- 
cut and shampoo is considered not quite masculine. 

In London, where the photo on this page was 
taken, the British are more frank and fearless about 
male hairdressing. 

In the past eight years salons have sprung up all 
over London where men receive permanent waves, 
finger-waves, hair-tinting and complete hair re- 
styling. And it's not regarded as sissy-ish either. 


MICHAEL SHERMAN, 23 (see photo), opened his 
hairdressing salon for men eight months ago and 
claims, “Business is so good I’m thinking of estab- 
lishing a chain of these salons throughout Europe. 
There’s no reason why a man shouldn't get a per- 
manent wave if it helps his appearance; every day 
more and more men are coming around to that way 


of thinking. And these men are real men, not 
dandies.” 

Case in point is Jimmy Collins, 19, a truck driver 
who visits Michael’s salon for his monthly perma- 
nent. Says Jimmy, “The girls like me better with 
wavy hair. Matter of fact I like myself better.” 


Co.uins Pays $7 for his permanent, insists, “It’s 
a great morale-booster,” claims his fellow truck 
drivers know all about it, never razz him. 

Young hairdresser Sherman points out that to 
date most of his customers have been “elderly 
gentlemen who come in for dye-jobs, say ‘Might as 
well get a permanent, too.’ ” 

“Women,” he declares, “have no monopoly on 
vanity, which is why this business has caught on. 
I’m sure there are millions of men in America who 
want to look younger than they really are, who 
would welcome the same type of hairdressing salons 
we have here in London.” 

If American men are going to do this sort of 
thing in the dark, and apparently some of them do 
so in the privacy of their homes, why not bring it 
out in the open, as the British are doing?

Cool idea, man! In the Scandinavian countries, automo- 
bile-racing on frozen lakes is an old-time sport. Devotees 
claim that it’s about as much fun as anything that can 
be done with an automobile, and, oddly enough, when 
one considers the surface, it’s not wildly dangerous. If a 
driver “loses” the car he just sits and waits until it stops 
skidding, a quarter of a mile or so down the lake. You 
can see ice-racing in Wisconsin and Minnesota and in 
the East one of the best courses is at Lake Naomi, Pa., 
in the Poconos, where the ice is often 30 inches thick. 
(Eighteen inches is safe.) Almost unbeatable at Lake 
Naomi, and probably the best ice-driver in the country, is 
a retired electronics engineer named Allison Stout, who 
admits that his 60th birthday is some way behind him. 
Stout has been timed at 115 miles an hour on glass-smooth 
ice. He has used big cars, but he usually drives a SAAB, 
a potent three-cylinder car made in Sweden and famous 
for its ability to negotiate snow and ice. Incidentally, 
European ice-racers often use chains or steel-knobbed 
tires. The American rule is regular road-tires only. Makes 
things much more interesting! 


Dingle-dangles. Baby shoes, yo-yos and similarly dis- 
tracting gimmicks hanging over the windshield are con- 
sidered so dangerous that they are grounds for failure in 
New Jersey safety inspections. A fat 44.4 per cent of cars 
inspected last year failed. Sobering thought: most of 
them had bad brakes, bad steering, or both. 


What, no mechanics? Is the filling-station mechanic on 
the way out? Could be. The trend toward cars that need 


no maintenance is growing steadily. Comes now from 
France the Renault 4L with two startling features: 1) 
The cooling system is permanently sealed at the factory. 
The owner never adds water, anti-freeze or anything else; 
2) All joints are filled with grease and permanently sealed 
when the car is built. For the life of the machine, no 
grease-job is necessary. Automation in the matter of oil 
and gas purchase is perfectly feasible now, so what's left 
for the filling-station attendant to do? Windshield clean- 
ing? Nonsense. Any bright engineering student could 
design a gimmick to do that. There’s just one thing left: 
Somebody will have to rig up a machine that can answer 
the question, “You know a fella named something like 
Zoftenburg lives around here?” 


How many? There are 79 million American men and 
women qualified, at least in theory, to drive automobiles. 


Toughest race. The most difficult automobile race in the 
world may be the Argentine Production Car Grand Prix. 
It lasts eight days and covers 3,000 very mean miles. 
A Volvo won last time. Drivers who enter this one are 
not kidding: one Pedro Sancha lost his left front wheel 
and drove the last 15 miles without it. He came down the 
road streaming sparks from the brake-drum, which was 
ground flat from being dragged along the concrete, but 
he finished.

front-door windows with thick prism-cut glass, which 
enables the driver to see “through” or “around” the spe- 
cially thin windshield posts.

Ettore Bugatti, who designed the famous 
Bugatti automobile, was an inventor of extraordinary 
range. His main life-work was the production of 70-odd 
different models of Bugatti automobiles, some of them 
considered to have been 20 years ahead of their time. 
CHis best period was 1919 to 1939.) But he designed 
any number of other things, from trains to sewing- 
needle holders. Some were successful, some never caught 
on. Among the latter: an electric-powered reel, for sports- 
men who wanted to catch big fish but found it tiring to
